HEN I anſwered your former Book , which 
you call An Enquiry, &c. I did not know who 
was the Author of 1t, (or that you had enter- 
tained that Opinion, ) and therefore could not 
pay you thoſe ReſpeRs that areth I ſhould have done. For 
though I had made Enquiry as I had opportunity at Oxfora, of 
many there, (and particularly ſome of your good friends,and Non- 
Contormiſts, whom IT thought moſt likely to know, ) they all a- 
reed that 1t was not Mr. Pampfield the Counſellor at Law, but - 
ome relation of- yours. Nor was I re&ified therein, till (a great - 
whale after my book was abroad) when I was informed by ano- 
- ther good friend of yours (Mr. P.F.)' that it was your Book. And 
I am not ſorry (for ſome reaſons) that I did not know it ſooner. 

However ; 1t was not the Man, but the DoQtrine, that I was 
to anſwer: And if, in ſo doing, I did not pay you thoſe reſpeQs 
I would otherwiſe allow you ; yet I hope there 1s nothing in it 
Undecent or Unbecoming a fair Diſputanr. | 

Yeu obſerve ( Rep. p.1. ) that I had ſaid” ( in my Diſcoarſe p. 1.) - 
"That 7 would not ( for my on part) gzve any Diſturbance (on 

| uc 
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ſuch account) to the Peace and Praftice of the Church where I live, 
ſo that a Sabbath be duly obſerved, though eat, = not upon what 


day 7 ſhould chooſe : Which I find doth give you ſome diſturbance, ' 


and 1t will take up ſome time to anſwer your Query's about it. 
I am of the ſame opinion'{till. For Reaſons I then gave, p. 1,2,10, 
11,12, 13, 14, (To which you make no Reply.) Becauſe I think 
the Subſtantials of a Duty, are of greater moment, and more 2zt- 
tended in the Commands of God, than the Circumſtantials that do 
attend it; and theſe upon occaſion to give way to thoſe. 

I gave you many precedents to-this purpoſe, p.1,2,10,11,12,0c. 
Circumciſion was, by the Inſtitution, to be performed on the 
Erghth day : but in caſe it were then omitted 1t might be done 


the next day, or ſome time after, rather than not at all. Abra- . 


ham was 99 years old, and /ſhmael 13, and the other Males 1n 
Abraham's family of ſeveral ages when they were at once Cir- 
CO, Gen. 17. 10, 23. And Proſelites were circumciſed at 
any Ape. 

And Circumciſion, (you know) was omitted in the Wilderneſs 
for fourty years together (as inconvenient by reaſon of their un- 
certain travels) and thoſe who were born during that tame were 
at once Circumciſed at Gi/eal, Foſh.s. 2, 2, 4, 5, 6, 7. And Timothy 
was doubtleſs more than cgh# days old, when Paul cauſed him to 
be C:rcumciſed, becauſe his Mother was a Few. Af. 16. 1. And 
all this notwithſtanding your great ObjeQion, No other day Com- 
manded, no Promiſe to any other, nor 7hreatning tor the omiſſion. 

The Paſſover was, by the [n{titution, to be kept on the fourteenth 
day of" the firſt month ; but Hezekiah ( when it could not conve- 
niently be done in the firſt Month ) kept it 77 the ſecond month, 
;nſiead of the firſt (after it had been a long time 1ntermatted,) 
. 2 Chron. Jo. 2, q. | 

The Jews had their Feaſts of the New-Moons ; but were at 
great uncertainties .(as | there ſhewed, p. 171, 12.) as to one, two, 
or three days ; and it was left much to the Prieſts diſcretion, which 
of thoſe days ſhould be reputed the day of the New-moon, yet 


was not the Service to be negleed; but to be performed, it not 


on the yuft dey, at leaſt on the reputed aay of the New-moon. 
And no ſcruple (that I know of) was made upon it. Of which 
you may conſult, if you pleaſe, Mr. Selden's Treatiſe De Anno 
Cruil Yeterum. Fudeormm. The Jews, I preſume, have at this 
day Kalendars as other People have; and that ſome of their 
+ later Rabbins, ſince Prolemy's time, have Tables of the Motions 


of the Sun and Moon borrowed from hjm ; But we _ m_ 
peak- 
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ſpeaking of the times of Moſes, and thence downward to Chriſt's 


_ time. d that they had then ſuch Kalendars, I do not know, 


nor do believe. They had no. doubt at that time a Solar Year 
(how exact, T know not, ) according to which they judged of the 
Equinox, and of their Summer and Winter and Seed-time and 
Harveſt : But their Feaſts did depend on their Lunar Year,which 
was very uncertain ; ſometimes of Twelve ſometime of Thirteen 


>. Months; and the beginnings of theſe Months very uncertain. 


And the ſame ancertainty did affe& the Paſſ-over alſo: For if 
the day of the New-mo0r were uncertain, it muſt be equally un- 
certain which ſhould be 7he fourteenth day on which the Paſs- 
over was to be kept. And we know Chriſt with his Diſciples did 
eat his laſt Paſs-over on One day, and the Jews on Another ; 
which could not both be on awd jake; axes day from the true New 
Moon ; but were both ſo repuzead, one by him, the other by them. 
And 1 do not find it b/amed in either. I ſuppoſe you will not blame 
Chrit and his Diſciples. And 1 would not blame the other, be- 
cauſe I find that God's Providence ſo ordered it that on this day 
Chriſt (the Antitype and true Paſchal Lamb) was Crucified ; not 
on the day when himſelf did eat the Paſs-over. I won]d rather 
conclude from both, that the nicety of a Day was not then 
thought ſo conſiderable as to vitiate the Service. 


And. this.of the Day might ſo happen as to make the Month 
uncertain alſo: For it the Fuji- Moon 17! 6, 9-540h near the Zqumox.it 
was much at the Prieſts diſcretion, whether it ſhould be reputed 


the thirteenth Month of the year Paſt, or the firſt Honth of the 


year Coming. To all which (and much more) you make no 


Reply at all. 


And as to Circumſtances, even in other nftitutions, they ma® 
be part'of the Narrative, when they are no parts of the n/{:7u- 
tzos As, 1n the Inſtitution of the Lords Supper, that it was 71 an 
Upper Room, and After Supper, &c. 

And, when inthe hrit /»/t:/u7:0n, ſome Circumſtantials were 
but Occaſtonal ( as to that Time and Place) they may ceaſe to be 
Obligatory, when the cale 1s altered: As, in the Paſs-over, that 
It was to be eaten /tanding, with their Lozms Grrt, and Staves mM 
their Flands, as in haſt to be gone; and xe? to ftir out of the Fouſe 
till morning, Exod. 12. 11,22. Notwithſtanding which, Chriſt 
with his Diſciples (at his laſt Paſs-over) did eat it //t7ng or rather 
lying, and went the ſame night to Mount Oltver, Mat.26. 20, 30,36. 

For which conſiderations, with others of like nature, I think 
the difference of a day in many caſes ſo inconſiderable, in com-

Bampfiel# would have thus inſinuated without any ground, and 
take 1t to be more uncharitable than all the bard Yoras you com- 
plain of (p. 63.) from Mr. Troſs. ( Which yet are moſt of them 
your own.) Iam ſo charitable as to think Mr. Sampfieid ( though 
in an Error) doth argue according to his own judgment, not for 


ewor idly advantages contrary thereunto. 


But, to put you out of Doubt (and anſwer your ſurmiſe ) 1 
wall tell you, (without hefitance, and without doubt or ſcruple.) 
* I would chooſe (if it were left to my choice) that Day which 
I think the: Apoſtles did obſerve, and the Chriſtian Churches in 
their time, (and ever fince,) which (in contradiſtinion to the 
Jewiſh Sabbath) they called zhe Lords Day; and he firſt day of the 
week, or the firſt day after the (Jewiſh) Sabbath. And the middle 


part 'of this day, being the chief time for Attion or Buſineſs 


( Tuppole from Sun-riſing to Sun-ſetting,). 1 ſhould take to be the 
middle-part'of fuch Sabbath-day ; taking 1nto it, ſo much Back-

PunQilio's ; but rather that the Sabbath-day ſhould beſo reckoned 
and ſo bounded, as other days are reputed to be. 

But I.have ſomewhat further to add to this purpoſe, upon con- 
{ideration of the Scheme you give us, (Repl. p.71, 72,73.) for the 
accounting of Days. 

You pleaſe to begn or ſet forth ( as you ſay) at Feruſalem;(And 
why ſo, but becauſe you pleaſe ? Another perhaps would chooſe to 
begin at the Firſt Meridzan,or elſewhere. But, be it as you pleaſe.) 
From Feruſalem you begin your account on Saturday Mar.r 1. 1693, 
and bring your account round the Earth to Jeruſalem again. From 
hence Weſtward 15 degrees, will be Saturday ſtill, but an hore 
later than at Jeruſalem ; and 1 5 degrees further, will be 7200 hours 
later but {till the ſame day; and ſo onward, for every fifteen de- 
grees, allowing an hour. And accordingly at Rome (you tell us) 
it will be Saturday ſtill, but two hours /ater than at Feruſalcm. 
At London, Saturday will be 2 hours and 12 minutes later than at 
Jeruſalem. At Dublin, about 3 hours and 32 minutes later than 
at Zeruſalem." And paſſing on to New-England, (though in 1o 
paſiing you croſs the Erik Meridian) it ſhall yet be Saturday, but Ia- 


ter by eght hours than at Zeruſalenm. (Whether theſe be the juſt 


diſtances of thoſe Meridians, 1s not material ; but we wall take 
them ſo to be.) Thence paſſing onward to Japan, it wall. there be 


| Saturday ſtill (or the ſeventh day) March 11. but later by 17 hours 
than at Feruſakm. And from Japan, You lay (topaſs over the other 


Meridians and reft of the land im Afia ) about ſeven. hours.. (That 1s, 
in China, {ndia, Perſia, Babylon, Syria, &c. 'tis {till Saturday Mar.1 1. 
but later and later, til] in 7 bours more we come-:from Fapar to 
Fernſalem again.) And, becauſe 17 and 7 are 24, when we come.

- till we come. there, it mult yet be Saturday March 11, though 
perhaps 2.3 hours (or more than fo) later than at Jeruſalem. And 
this, I think,you will not deny to be a juſt acconnt of your Scheme, 

according to your own mind, Pep. p. 13. though in ſomewhat 
fewer words. 

And according to this Scheme, at Sna!, Jerdan, and Mount 
Olivet, (for we are not yet come to Feruſalem, all theſe. places be- 
ing Eaſtward from 1t,) it muſt yet be Saturday March 11. later by 
almoſt 24 hours than at Zera/alem. And particularly at Mount 
Sina! (which 1s, you tell us, 6 degrees Eaitward from Jeruſalem, 
that is, 2.4. 72inazes of time) it muſt yet be Saturday, March 1 1, 
but later than at Zeruſalem by 23 houts and 36 minutes. At Mount 
Olrvert, 1t muſt yet be Har. 11. (for we are yet ſhort of Feruſa- 
lem ) but later by almoſt 24 hours (wanting leſs than one minute. 
So that, 1f Chriſt did eat the Paſs-over, on 7 burſday the Thir- 
teenth day of the firſt month, and after went to Mount Oliver, it 
would there be but Feaneſday the Twelfth day; and when he 
came back to 7eruſalem, 1t was there again Thurſday the Thir- 
teenth, and 1t he had returned back again to Mount Okivet the :

But you may remember that you told us before (Rep.p.67,68,69.) j 
that though he Sux travel Wefttward, yet the Poſterity of Adam 
and Noah did trguel (not only Weſtward, but) Zaff, A , North 
and South, over-ſpreading the Earth ; and whereever they came (Eaſt- 
ward or Weſtward ) after S:x days of travel or other work, as the | 
Sun did ſet, their Sabbath was to begin. (1 will not trouble yon with 
Greenland, where if they mult wait 7: Swun-ſet, they mult have | 
no Sabbath for divers Months together.) 

Now thoſe who travel Eaſtward from Jeruſalem muſt there- 
fore reckon the ſame day, fifteen degrees Eaſftwward; to be an honr 
ſooner than at Jerwſalem, and ſo in proportion the further they 
go ; one hour for every fifteen degrees. And your ſelf give us a pre- 
cedent of ſuch reckoning (P. 71.) at Sar (being about /ix de- 
grees of Longitude Zaftward from Jeruſalem) the ſeventh day at 
Sinai was about 24 Minutes ſooner than at Jeruſalem, yet was the

Let us now: begin where you left, that is, at Sunday Mar.12.

would quite have ſpoiled your reckoning. For though, to all

itt no more reaſon to except againſt-this, than againſt the introducing 
[| of Baptiſm, the Lord's Supper, the inſtitution of Elders, Deacons, 
| Biſhops, and of whatever other Officers and Orders in the Church. 
| And therefore of this we meet with no diſputes, but a filent 
{ PraQtiſe, Whether you will allow it the name of Sabbath or not, 
1s but to diſpute about Words. If you do not like that Name, I

Fat would not have them introduced on the. Gentiles (as a new 
Yoke) to whom they had not been Laws before. Of which great 
diſtintion I do not find that you take any notice, though I had 
minded you of it, Dafc. p. 52, 53,54, and elſewhere. And we find 
great weight laid upon this diſtin&tion, A. 2x. 18, 20,21. Where 
Fames and the Elaers at Feruſalem do adviſe Paul though the 4- 
poſtle of the Gentiles, yet ( becauſe he was a Few) ſo far to com- 
ply with the Jews as to own the lawfulneſs ot their praQtiſing, what 
they did not think fit for the Gentwes to do; clearly diſtingutrſhing 
between the Gentiles, and the Fews armug' the Gentiles. Thou ſeeft , 
brother, how many thouſanas of the Fews there are which believe, but 
yet are all Zealous of the Law: And they are mformed of thee that 
thou reacheſt all the Jews that are among the Gentiles to forſake Moſes, 
ſaying, that they ought not to circumciſe their Children, neither to walk 
after the Cuftomes, ver. 20, 21. * Which was true as to the Gentiles, 
but not as to! #he Jews among the Gentiles, For taking off which 
prejudice, they adviſe him 7o take to hin {our men who had a Yow, 
and purify demiſe with them ; to latisfy the Fews that he had been 
miſrepreſented, and that himſelf (a Jew ) walked orderly and kept the

have written (ſay they) and concluaea, that they obſerve no ſuch thing, 
ſave onely that they keep them ny ons things offered to Tdols, and 
from bloud,' and from ftrangled, and fron fornication, ver.

In order to the firſt, I gave you divers Inſtances (Diſc. p.16,17.) 
to which I do not r2member that, you give any Anſwer, God was 
worſhiped by Sacrifices yery early; at leaft as early as that of Carr 
and: Abel: And oug's (I:{uppoſe) you think they had ſome Com- 
mand for it; yet we have no ſick: Command. Recorded, antecedent 
thereunto. The like of Facod's conſecrating a Pilar, by pouring 
Of upon it, without any antecedent Command" Recorded "& conſe- 
crating either Things or oy Anonmting, or pouring: on , or 
Se 42 Ere 
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There was (I'preſume).xCommand (or ſomewhat equiyalent/there- 
unto) that Fire {er Zncenſe ſhould be taken from the Altar (elfe 
Aadab and Abrhu would not have been deſtroyed for offering ſtrange 
fire.) But I do not find ſuch Expreſs Command Recorded. (With 
other the like Inſtances, which 1 torbear to repeat.) 'To which ler 
me now add the diſtin&ion of Clean and Unclean Beaſts and Fowls be- 
fore the Floud.

you thought fit to omit.. Yet A// 7hzs mult beſhewed to be expre/ly 
commanded ( according to your notion) or elſe ſomewhat id than 
an expreſs Command Recorded, may ferve-to zuftify our Practice, and 
mtiimate God's Pleaſure. Leſs therefore than an Zxpreſs Command 
Reeorded may ſerve to Intimate God's Pleaſure, and Warrant our 
Pradtiſe as to the Lord's Day. . 
In the next place, let us ſee what may be alleged in the preſent 
caſe, to warrant our celebration of the Lot ridey 
That the Reſurref1on of Chriſt, which doth accompliſh the work 
of our Redemption (as*Rom. B. 34. Chriſt that died, yea rather that 
7s riſen again; Who ated for our 7 xf and roſe again|for our juſtifica-

We find that Chriſt kimſelf, on the day of his ReſurreFion, the 
Firft day of the Week, or the firft day after the (Jews) Sabbath, did 
firit appear to the good Yomer who ſought him at the Sepulcher, 
declaring to them the Reſurrefion | which was to preach to them a 
new 748 cg of which before they were not aware, ) and bid then: 
tell it to the Diſciples ; which they d1d, and thereupon Peter and 
Fohn (from the reſt) went to the Sepulcher and found it ſo: Whick 
no doubt put them upon ſerious thoughts, waiting what the zfſue. of 
this might be. He then joins in company with two Dyſcipks going 
to Emmaus, (whether two of the Twelve, we know not; nor is 1t 
very material,) finds them m2#aged 1m Religious diſcourſe.; And, 
preaches to them (from Moſes and the Prophets.) the things con. 
eernmg bimſelf ; ſtays with them at Emmaus, continuing. the fame 
diſcourſe, and was known ta them by: breaking of bread ( celebrating -* 
- the Lords Supper,) all which are FRel/zgrous imployments, proper for 
the Celebration of ſuch a.day. He then comes to the Diſciples at Je- 
( rnſalem , preaches to them the ſame Doctrine , gives them his 
3  Bleſſme ( afirit and a ſecond time ;) blames their wbe/zef, confirms 
: their Farth, renews. the eng. of [ending the Holy Ghoſt; gives 
them Commiſſron: tor preaching the Goſpel, and planting the Chriſtian 
Church ; with power of «Miracles for confirmation of their Do- 
Arine : As I ſhewed atlarge (Diſc. p. 17,18,19,20.) from Zuk14, 
26h. 2.0. Mar. 16. All which put together. looks. yery hike he Cele, 
Taliotic -

bration (if not the Conſecration) of a Chriſtian Sabbath, or Day of 
Religious Worſhip. 'Tis all Sabbatical work, and a great deal of it. 
And we have reaſon to think (though 1t be not expreſly ſaid ſo) 
that he then gave 7hem order to continne+ the like for the future. 
This matter of fa you cannot deny ; but do. expreſly grant it, 
Rep. p. 19, 20, 21. and that all this was Re/zgrous /mployment, fit 
exerciſe for ſuch an occaſion. Your little Exceptions were moſt of 


- them anſwered before. But becauſe you repeat them, I muſtire- 


peat the Anſwers. You ſay, From Feruſalem to Emmaus and back 
again, was more than a Sabbath days journey, yet Chriſt doth not re- 
prove the two Diſciples for ſo traveling. True, (at leaſt fo far as we 
know.) Nor was there any reaſon for it. For they did no? know when 
they began their journey, what Chriit might do before the day was 
over. I might tell you alſo ( as here you ſpeak) That he did not re- 
prove them, 25 #0? written. You lay, T hat Chriſt did travel with- 
out pain, 15 not written, True. Nor 1s 1t material to me whether 
he did or did not. (1 do rather think, that, after his Refurre&ion, 
he was not ſubjeCt to Bodily Wearineſs.) But he was Preaching all 
the while ( and then, whether ſitting or walking 1s much one.) I 
hope you do not think 1t a breach of the Sabbath tor a man to take 
pams in Preaching, You ſay, The Diſciples being afſembled at Fe- 
ruſalem was Provadential. True. The Providence of God ſo ordered 
1t that they ſhould be there afſembled : But doth it thence follow 
that they were not re/gion/ly imployed? You ſay, You do not know 
(becanſe 1t is not written.) what they were then mmployed about, un- 
leſs mourning and weeping Mar. 16. 10. Do you know how Adam 
was imployed (all the day) on the Seventh day from the Creation ? 
That 1s no more wrzfen than this. You own they were imployed 
in mourning and weeping. bod, well: and was not mourning and 
weeping, at that time, a ſeaſonable imployment? You do. not know 


but that, with their mourning and weeping, they might add Prayer 


. alſo andre/zg1ous Diſcourſe, and ſerious Conſultation what they were 


to do 1n theſe circumſtances, and wazrting on God for direftion there- 
in. Sure I am, you «@ no? know (nor 1s 1t written) that they were 

1mployed about any ſervi/e work, Part of the time they were (we 
know) Religionſly tmployed, and you do not know but that they were 
ſo all the day. You would have it ſuppoſed Rep. p. 33. that Paul's 
preaching mm the Oy nagogne did comprehend 4s conſcientious. obſer- 
ving the whole Sabbath day (though it be not written) and why may 
we not as well ſuppoſe, the diſciples here were well zmployed. all the 
day ? But yo ſay Chrift appeared to the Eleven as they ſate at Meat ; 


it was as they fate at Meat. Very well. But do you think they might 


not 
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not Eat on a Sabbath-day ? Was it a breach of the Sabbath to Eat ? 
Chriſt's ſaying to them Peace be znto you was ( you tell us) an ordi- 
nary ſalutation, frequent in ſcripture. But, when Chrift ſaid it, was 

it not a Bleſſing allo ? When Man ſays, Peace be unto you, it is a 
Praper ; but when God fays 1t,. 'tis more than fo, it 1s an Authort- 
tatrve BenedifFion. And when he ſaid 1t again a ſecond time, (7eſus 
ſaid to them _ » Peace be unto you: as my Father hath ſent-me, 
even ſo ſend 1 you : And when he had ſaid this, he breathed on them 
and ſaith unto them, Recerve the Fioly Ghoſt : Whoſe ſoever [ins ye re- 
wit, they are remitted &c. Foh. 20. 21,22, 23.) was all this but an 
Ordinary Salatation ? But ſuppoſe the Diſciples (not yet knowing, 
before Chriſt came to thern, that he would appoint the day to be 
ſo obſerved) had on fome part of the day done ſome ordinary buſi- 
neſs that we know not of, was this any fault in them? Or doth it 
thence follow that it was not for 7he future (when they ſhould 
know 1t) to be 7e/3g:0uſly obſerved ? Doth any thing appear, aftec 
Chriſt came to them, but what was þizhly Relrgrous ? But, that this 
doth alter the Seventh or appoint the Firſt day for a Sabbath ( you ray | 
you do not find.

From what hath been faid, we ſee that Our Lord Jeſus Chri/t, and 
hrs Diſciples with him, did celebrate the day of the Reſurret7ion, by 
Religious /mployments.” Which 1s one good Precedent; and ſome- 
what more than what you ſhew us of the Seventh day Sabbath from- 
Gen. 2. 2, 3. That God did reſt the Seventh day, we there Read, 
(or, as you pleaſe to pirate it, that our Hrs Tels Chrift.aid fo reſt;) 
but, that Man d1d ſo reſt (or was bid fo to do) we do not Read-- 
{ You can but conjed#ure 1t (as you ſpeak) or colle& it by Argument. 
; We come now to a ſecond Precedent: That God did ozce reft on:

How doth that appear, ( you will ask) fince 1t 15s #0 
where explained, that this after We days 18 08 the fifth day ? T'le ſhew 
you prelently. Paul comes io Feruſalem, Ati. 2.1. 17. that was one 
day. The day followzmg ('tis faid) Paul went in with us unto James, and 

the Elders were preſent, ver. 18. Who then adviſe him thus, 
He have four men which have @ YFow on them ; take them and purify 
thy fol 7h them, &c. ver. 23,24- that's a Second day. Then Pau} 
took the men aud the next day. (there's a Third day) purifying him- 


felf with them, entered into the temple, to ſignify the accompliſhnent 


of the days of Purification, ver. 26. (which we find to be the ſpace 
of ſever days, Num. 6.13. inclufively from that Third day ; which 
were therefore to end on the Ninth day.) But whex tbe 6 as days

Te ſhall count unto you, from the morrow 
after the Sabbath ( from the day that ye brought the ett of the wave- 
offering) (even Sabbaths ? og be compleat ; even unto the morrow after 
the ſeventh Sabbath ſhall ye number fifty days. Which cannot be, un- 
leſs the firſt and Jaſt day be taken into that numher, mcluſtvely. And 
if theſe ( with what T ſaid before) be not. enough, you may find 
many more if you pleaſe to ſearch. | bo 
A like reckoning we have, concerning Cornelins, At. 106. Corne- 
lias ſaw a YVifſion about the Ninth hour of the day, ver. 3. {that's one 
day.) When the Viſion was ended, he preſently. ſent wo ſervants 
and a ſouldier for Peter, ver. 7, 8: as he was direQed. On the mor- 
row [that's a ſecond day) Perer went up 70 pray about the ſixth hour, 
and ſaw a Y7/ton Iikewile, ver. g. &. Which'being ended, the mer 
who were ſent from Cornelius, were (by that time) come, and en- 
guired for him, ver. 17, 18. He went down to them, called them in, 
and lodged them that night, ver. 21, 23. On the morrow (03s

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third day) he went with them from Joppa ver. 23. On the morrow * 
after ( that's a fourth day) zhey entered to Ceſarea, where Cornelius 
warted for them, (ver.

You may ſee mare to this purpoſe in my Diſcourſe p. 20, 21, 22. 
which I do not repeat, becauſe you ſeem to think ( Rep. p. 22.)

You have never heard, you ſay, much leſs do We commonly ſo ſpeak; 
that after eight aays, is that day ſe'nnight : I ſuppoſe you lay the 
Emphaſis on e; that is, Ye m England do not commonly 10 
{peak. But, you know, in other languages ( and, I think, in a// 
other ) they do ſo ſpeak. I need not tell you that, What we call a 
Se nnight, a Fortnight, the French call hui jours, quinze jours, 
that 18, Eight days, Fifteen days: Nor need I tell you that S. Lute 
did not ſpeak Zng/;fh, nor did he live in Zng/and. 

But,afrer all this fenſing (I muſt not call it ſbifr7ng) do you indeed 
think that after eight days, 1n this place, is not meant of 7he ſame 
day in the next week? And do.you i think (as you phraſe 1t) w274- 
out doubr or ſcruple ?

A like Anſwer may ferve for your other Inſtance (for you have.

For you yet inſiſt upon it Rep. p. 22. that 27 7s 
not ſo weak as the gli mpeg z. 
But, you ſay further, Rep. p. 24. {f after cight days did here in- 
clude the firft of the eight, and exclude the day after the eighth, (as 
doubtleſs it doth ;) Tet here 75 no abrogating the Seventh-day-ſabbath, 
nor inſtituting the Firft. This you ſhould have ſaid at/firſt, ( without 
quareling at after ezght days.) But we are not'now inquiring What 
1s to become of the Seventh-day,or Whether the-Pir/# ſhall be called 
a Sabbath ; But, whether here be not-a ſecond Precedent for celebra- 
ring the firſt day. And theſe 7wo Precedents, 'in'the Tawo Firft 
Feeks from the ReſurreQion, are Precedents of 'Chri/t himſelf 
with 41s Diſciples ; anda good Pattern for them and us'to- follow. 
On how many more frf-dy he did fo appear to them, we know 
not : We do not read thathe 47d, nor do we read' that he did! nor. 
'The-nextPrecedent is that-of Penrecot. (Diſc. -p. 37,38.) Chriſt 
on the day of the ReſurreCion (the firſt day of the week)-had-FRe- 
weed his promiſe of ſending the Holy-Ghoſft ( Luk. 24.43.) and on 
the day of 'Pentecoft (the firſt day of the Week alſo) he Fulfi/led this 
ab e, Ad. 2. in a miraculous manner. They 4were 'all with one 
accord m one place, ver. x. (they were unanimoulty-affembled as on 
a folemn occaſion,) when the- Zo Gheft fell upon' them -in the-fi- 
militude 'of Cloven 7 ongues, ver. 2,2,"4. And Peter *preathed to'a 
great Congregation (of Parthitns, Medes, Elamites,' &c. ver. 7,8, 0, 
io, 11,7T2:) upon thatoccaſion, ver, 24. &c. and with ſo good «14 
cels, 
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cels, as that the ſame day were added to them about three thouſand 
fouls, ver. 41. Now that here was a very ſolemn Religions Aſſembly 
on the Yay of _—_ attended with ſuch Mrraculons Succeſs,you 
do not deny ; Bat will not allow it to be zhe firft day of the week; 
Rep. p. 36. You know (you ſay) no Word for that, nor other ground 
but CorfecZures, and ſome Romiſh Traditions inthe caſe? I thought T 
had proved it very plainly D2ſc. p.37, 38. (not out of the Romans, 
but) from .Zevrr. 2.3. (of which you pleaſe to take no notice.) 
The 7ave-offering was to be the morrow after the Sabbath ver. 11. 
and ye ſhall count to-you from the morrow after the Sabbath, from the 
day that ye brought the Yave-offering, ſeven Sabbath. your be compleat, 
even unto the morrow after the ſeventh Sabbath ſhall ye number fifty 
aays; and then was to be 7he feaſt of weeks or Pentecoſt : And 15 
not the 9orrow after their Sabbath,the firſt day of their week? Which 
proof 1s ſo clear, that you thought beſt to ſay nothing of it, but 
Tather to talk-of Romiſh Traditions. If the word Pentecoft diſpleaſe 
you (that is, rhe fifsierh day,) inſtead of what 1s called the foal of 
#Feeks, Deut. 16. 9,10; I had 1t not'from any Romifh Tradition, 
but from A&.'2.1. and 1Cor. 16.8. 
Now if I were as fond to ſtretch ( for an Inſtitution ) as ſome- 
times you-ſeem to be ; how fair an opportunity 1s there:from hence 
to urge, that, belide the weekly Sabbath on the Seventh day, God 
hath here appointed the feaſt of Pentecoft, on the morrow after the 
Sabbath, which: feaſt of Pentecoſt was to be-a Sabbath alſo (no ſer- 
wile 1work-to be done thereon, Levit. 2.3.1. and your felf callit a Sab- 
bath,/Rep. p. 48.) asif it had been deſigned as a'type or fore-runner 
of the Chreiſtian-Sabbath to ſucceed on the morrow. after the Fewiſh 
Sabbath. I might urge the ſame from the Fave-offermg, ver. 10,11, 
which was alſo to be the morrow after the Sabbath, ver..11. and 'tis 
called the feaſt of 7? fruits; Te ſhall bring a Sheaf of the Firſt 
Fruits of -your harveſt, ver. 10. before which fr ft fruits io brought, 
they were not to eat any thing: of the harvelt, e:ther bread, nor 
Parched corn, nor green ears, ver. 14. And with allufion to / this, Fea/# 
Y firſt frutts (on the morrow after the- Jewiſh Sabbath) Chr? (ri- 
ſing on the firſt day of the week) is ſaid to be-riſen from the dead, 
the firft fraits of them that ſlept, 1 Cor. 15. 20. and again ver. 23. 
Chriſt the firſt fruits, afterward theſe that are Chriſt ; which firſt 
fraits, both inthe Type,.and inthe are; was to be the morrow 
af ter the Seventh-day-ſabbath; and 1t ſelf a-kind of Sabbath alſo,a holy 
Corvocation, onwhich no fervile work'fball be-done. Which two Feaſts 
(of the Frrft-fraits and Pentecoft) ſeem to be the fore-runners of * 
-enother Sabbathto-be on the morrow after - the Seventh-aay i” 
ut 
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But you tell us Rep. p. 36. 7ou think you can prove by the Word that 
Pentecoſt was on the Seventh-aay-ſabbaih, and not upon the firſt day of 
the Week. By what Word? certainly not by the Word of God; For 
that ſays expreſly the morrow after the Seventh Sabbath Lev. 22.1. 
You ſay, Chri/t kept the Paſs-over on one day and the Tews on another. 
W hat then? On whatever day Chriſt kept the Paſs-over, this doth 
not make-the morrow after the Sabbath not to be the firſt day of the 
Week. You do not certainly know (you lay) what was the Fiftieth day 
from the true day on which Chriſt and his diſciples kept the Paſs-over. 
"Nor 1s it any thing to the purpole 11 you did know it. "Tis your 
great miſtake here (and again p. 48.) to think the fifty days are to 
-be reckoned from 7he day of the Paſs-over : they are to be reckoned 
from the day of the Have-offering, the morrow after the Sabbath (on 
which was to be the Wave-offering ) and fifty days; trom thence is 
exprelly called the morrow after the fſeventh-Sabbath. Alike miſtake 
1t1s when you take the Month Niſan to be the firſt New-Moon after 
the Vernal Equinox, Enq.p. 121, and that the Month or Moon Niſan 
began after the YVernal Equinox, p. 122. For the Month Nz/an or 
Abib, was that whoſe Full-Moon was next after the Vernal Equinox 
(or which was reputed ſo to be ) though its New-Moon was oft be- 
tore it, and might be fourteen days before. The fourteenth day 
might be before the Equinox, if but the Fifteenth day (the day of 
the Full-Moon, .and firſt day of the Feaſt ) were on or after the Equi- 
nox : orat 'eaſt, by the Prieſt reputcd fo to be. But what you ' 
gelt as dou! ful, p. 12.2. whether the four teenth day was not reckoned 
from the day of the Equinox, 1s uy more extravagant. For how can. 
the fourteenth day of the Month be the Fourteenth day from the Equi- 
0x, unleſs we would fanſy the day of the Equinox to be always 
Aew-Moon. But this doth not concern our controverſy. 

And this confidence (of proving it by the Hord to be the Seventh- 
day-[abbath when the Word lays exprelly it 1s the morrow after the 
Sabbath) 1s like what you tell us £9. p.43. and do again 1nliſt upon 
it, Rep. p. 35, 36. of Chriſls Aſcen/ton on the Sabbath-aay ; ( and the 
Aay of Fudement likewiſe.) When yet 1n the ſame Chapter the time 
of Chriſts abode with them after his ReſurreQion 1s expreſly ſaid 
to be forty days, At. 1. 3. (of which the day of his Reſurre&ion 
was the Firſt, and the day of his Aſcenſion was the Laſt;) And, if ; 
the firſt of theſe Forty were (as 15 conteſt) the ficit day of the week, | 
how is 1t poſſible that the laſt of the Forty can be the Seventh-day ? 

But ſee how far Fanſy can carry a man, when 1t works {trongly | | 

But becauſe you do yet 1nfi{t upon 1t ( Rep. p. 35,36.) that Chryts 
Aſcenſion may be on a Sabbath-day ; notwithilanding to clear a. prog 
rom 
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from Scripture, that 1t was the /aft of fourty ay, whereof the fir/? 
was Sunday, and therefore the /aft mult needs be Thurſday, not Sa- 
turday ; as I had ſhewed Dzſc. p. 35, in Anſwer to br Eng. p. 43. 
I will confidet once more what you bring for proot of it, 

Two things you ofter by way of Argument, Firſt, that it 1s ſaid 

Mount Olivet (from whence Chriſt aſcended) 15 ſard to be about 4 
" Sabbath days journey from Jeruſalem ; and therefore on a Sabbath-aay. 
'And then, that Chriſt and his diſciples were then aſſembled and 

Chrift preachbd ; therefore on a Sabbath-aay. Which I ſhall conſider 

diſtinctly. 

As to the firſt, You tell us Rep. p. 35. that a Sabbath-day's jour- 
ney was of old efteemed. about two miles ; (how old, you do not tell 
us;) now what's this but Traartion? And '71s agreed, you take it, by 
Geographers, that Mount Olivet 15 about two Miles from Jeruſalem. 
Admit it be ſo, what then ? 7 he C:resgf the Levites (you ſay) were 
' to reach two thouſand Cubits from without the City, Numb. 35. 5. 
*Thas, I doubt, is a miſtake, for 1t 18, ver. 4. ihe Suburbs of the Cities 
-which you ſhall give to ths Levites ſhall reach from the Wall of the 

City and outward, a thouſand (not two thouſand) cubits round about. 
So that from without the City was but one thouſand Cubits ; but 

from the middle was to be Zawo thouſand, as at ver. 5, 7e ſhall mea- 
ſure from without the City ; (that is, inward from the utmoſt bounds 
to the middle of the City ; for ſo the words are ( michuts Jagnir ) 
from -without to the City,) on the Eaſtſide two thouſand Cubits, and 
-or the South ſide two thouſand Cnbits, and on the Weſtſide two thou- 
ſand Cabits, and on the North-ſide two thouſand Cubits, and the City 
ſhall be in the midſt ; this ſhall be to them the Suburbs of the City, 
thit is, the utmoſt compaſs of the Suburbs, in the midſt whereof 1s 
the City.

-wwalls of the City outward ; ior ſo the words are (mikkir hagnir va- 
chutſa) from the Wall of the City outward - So that from the utmoſt 
bounds to the wall was one thouſand Cubits, and from thence to the 

Middle was another thouſand Cubits; and therefore the /engrh or 
breadth of the City from Wall to Wall, 7wo thouſand Cubits ; (not 
two Miles.) and from the armeoſt bounds of the Suburbs, to the mid/? 
-of the City, was 7wo thouſand Cubits : And, 1f you mean thus, we 
are as to this point agreed. You tell us alſo that in 7ofþ. 3. 3, 4. 
| when the Ark was bor n toward Fordan, the people were to go after it, 

"yet there was tobe. a ſpace between them and it, about two thouſand 
-Cubits by meaſure, they were not to come nearer to zt- Admit this 
alſo. What then ? Is it any where 1n Scripture ſaid that 7wo 7how- 
fand Cubits 1s a Sabbath-adays journey ? Now what thoſe Cubits 
| men. 
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meaſure did extend to, the Fews, you ſay, could beſt teſt us, (perhaps 


better than You or I) but what then ? bo thought 7t (you ay) 4- 
bout two Miles. What's this but Fewsſb Tradition? if they did fo 


But pray tell me, Which of all their Rabbins tells you that zwo 
thou we cubits, are two miles ? Mr. Ainſworth 1n his Annotations E 
' on £xod. 16. 29. (from whence I ſuppoſe you borrow moſt of this ) | 
who was acquainted with the Jews and the Fewzfh meaſures better 
| than ſo, makes it not above oze mile; Anu /tahan or Engliſh Mile - 
| (and 'tis indeed not ſo much :) why do yau make 1t twice ſo much ? 
| A Mile (mifte paſſus) is a thouſand paces, and two mile, is i100 thou- 
ſand paces, Can you think a' thonſand cubits are as much as a #/ou- 
| ſand paces ? No,nor half ſo much. For a cub:t 18 but about half a yore, 
| + that1s one foot and a haff, or eighteen inches ; and a pace 1s five foot. 
| You are out in your Meaſures therefore as well as 1n your /Vaumbers. 
It had 'been ſhorter work fo ou had a mind to let us know

| ſures are inconfiſtent,) nor do I know that any man before you,

But, be it more or leſs, the length of a Sabbath-days journey is 
| nothing to our purpoſe : The text ſays, Then they ( the difciples) 

'Þ returned to Feruſalem, from the Mount called Oket, 3 ii roo Wapy- 
ozadu, which was near to Feraſalem (and therefore 3t was not far to 
| go) but how near? oxCCars Yer 5Sr containing a Sabbath-days jour- 
| ney. But what then ? If a Sabbath-days jourrey were then the known 
| name of a Jew:ſh meaſure, was it not as near on a Thurſday, as on a 
| Saturday ? "Twas near, he tells you, and+010 near ; but he doth not 
| tell you on what day. Nor need he; for when he had before figni- 
| fied that it was the fourtieth day from the Reſurretion, which was 
on Sunday (the firſt day of the week ) we —_ know { without 
| —_—_ that the fourrieth.day mult needs be 7hurſaay, (the fifth 
| day of the week) not on Sarurday, the Sabbath day. But becauſe 
| the djftance is here deſigned by the length of a Sabbath-days journey 
if (a known length, zt ſeems, amongſt % Jews) you fanly 1t ane 
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1n the parallel .places in the other Evangeliſts) we are tol 
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needs be on the Sabbath 4 (as 1f 1t were not the ſame /enpth every 
day 1n the week :) And this fanſy, muſt bear down ſo clear a proof, 
that it could be no other than Thur/day, the fifth day of the week, 
as being the /aF7 of fourty, whereof the fir? was Sunday. Tt ſeems 
rather to me, that 1t was to fatisfy poſterity, who would be inqui- 
ſitive When and Where ſo conſiderable a thing happened as was 
our Saviours Aſcenſion, and whereabout that i ay : So he tells 
them, 1t was the Fourtieth day from his RefrreSin on the fir 
day of the week, it was from a place called Mount Ohvet, which was 
near to Feruſalem, and no farther from it than a Sabbath-day walk. 

Your ſecond Argument, which I promiſed to conſider, was, 
That Chri#? and his Diſciples were then aſſembled, and Chrift preach. 
ed. Enq. p. 43. Now it you admit this as a good Argument to 
prove 1t a Sabbath day; I think it ſerves our turn better than 
yours. For, that Chrift and bis Diſciples were aſſembled on 
the day of the ReſurreQion the firſt day of the week, is certain, 
and palt diſpute : And it 1s as certain, that he did then preach to 
them. But how doth it appear that he preached to them on the 
day of his Aſcen/ion ? It's like enough that he did ( on whatever 
day 1t happened to be ) give them a Farewell Diſcourſe : but it 
1s not here ſad ſo. "Tis 1aid indeed that during the fourty days 
wherein he was ſeen of them, he had given commandments to the 
Apoſtles, to whom he had ſhewed himſelf alive after his Paſſion, b 
many intallible proofs ſpeaking to them of the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God ; and had (when he aſſembled with them) commanded 
them to wait at $49, way tihk they ſhould receive the Holy-GhoFt,as he 
had before promiſed them, (AQts 1.

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The next Precedent 1s from As 20. 7. which, though a /ingle 
inſtance, doth fairly intimate an uſwal pratFiſe of ſo doing. Upore 
the firſt day of the week, when the Diſciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, ready to depart on the morrow, and 
continued his ſpeech until midnight. "Tis here plain, that on the fir? 
aay of the week there was a —_ Aſſembly, as appears by their 
religious exerciſe therein ; and that it was a Chriſtian Aſſembly, for 
it was the Diſciples were thus aflembled, and they were aflembled 
to break bread, a Chriſtian Service ; and ( as appears by the circum- 
ſtances ) a great Aſſembly ; 1t was the Diſciples ( wv uagyriy ) not 
( m1@r) ſore of them; and ſo many as to be mounted up to zhe 
third bft, ver. 9. and Paul preached to them a long Sermon, conr:- 
nuing his ſpeech till midnight. Which I take to be a fourth Precedent 
of celebrating he "op day for religious ſervice, [4+ 

To this you make many exceptions, ( that the mumber of them 
may ſupply their wart of werg bt.) 

Firſt you except, (EZn9.p.55.) this 1s but once, it 1s but one Fact. 
(And this Ore, Once, 1s repeated more than once, twice, or thrice, 
£%9. p.' 55,56. we have it tex times within leſs than the quantity 
of one page.) But one ſuch Precedent of celebrating the Seventh day 
Sabbath, ( after God's Refting Gen.2. 2,3. and before that of Exod. 16.) 
would do you ſpecial ſervice, if you could find zt. And this once is ſo 
ſet down as fairly to intimate it was wor? ſo to be. And the firf? da 
of the week, when they were come together to break bread, Paul preach- 
ed,&&c. would fairly intimate toa candid Reader,that they then came 
together to break lee as berg the firit day of the week ; on which 
=y uſed to come together for that purpoſe. TI had put a caſe, 
Diſc. p. 38. ( which you have not thought fit to anſwer, ) if you 
could find in the Book of Jeb, that on the ſeventh day of the week 
when 7ob and his friends were aſſembled for the goynt ſervice of God, 
Bildad ſpake thus, &c. whether you would not think 1t a good proof 
that the ſeventh day Sabbath was then wont to be obſerved? Þ put 
the caſe again for you to conſider of. . 

You ther excep7 (if I underſtand yon aright) to the word Preached, 
For ſo your words are, q.P.55. 1n anſwer to which objettion 
( that 1s, to our Argument from this place ) 7he Reader (you ſay) 
ray take notice that the Greek word bere [_ Preached | is the ſame 
word which 1s rendered | Reaſoned| As 17. 2. and i Atts 18. 4. 
Which I do not ſee how 1t can come in by way of Anſwer to our 


' Argument otherwiſe than by extenuating the word Preached, as 


too high a word for this place, the ſame Greek word ( Suaizmn ) be- 


ing elſewhere tranflated Reaſoned, To which my anſwer bi 
this 


this (Diſc. p. 29.) Be it ſo ;” and, if that word will phaſe him better, 
let it be ſo here; He Seger iſcourſed, Treated, or did Fold. 
forth ; (that, 7 think wilt not alter the caſe ; ) and he Continued or 
Held-on ( mpimrs ) this Diſcourſe, this Speech, this Sermon (Ty xbyov 
Sermonem ) till mid-night ; he held-on this Folding-forth till mid. 
night : ) which 7 take to be the ſame thing with what we now call 
Preaching, or very like it : (Twas a long continued Diſcourſe, to a 
Congregation met together upon a Religious account, for the Service of 
God, ) But let 1t be called ( if he pleaſe) A Religious Diſcourſe, of 
the Holy Apoſtle, to a Congregation of Chriſtians, met together for 
fuch a purpoſe. This 1s the whole of what I {aid on this occaſion. 

But with this you are highly diſpleaſed ; Repl.p.3r. Fe render - 
(you ſay) Niaiym Eholdime-fors ; (No. The Dr.renders it Preached ; 
but gives you leave, 1t. you like that word better, to render 1: 
Feld forth: ') and this rendering FHolding-forth the Dr. does twice. 
And p. 32. This (of ſuggeſting Reaſoned inſtead of Preached) the 
Dottor ſeems to take he at : ( No; but allows you ſo to render 
1t) and gives leave to render it Paul did hold-forth, ( yes, or by any _ 
of theſe other words I mentioned; ) and ( zn/tead of He continued 
his ſpeech ) that he Held on his Holding-forth til} mianight. Which 
Expreſfun of Holding-forth hath been much abuſed in this Age by ſome 
Men, againi# Eminently Holy aud Learned Non-conformimg Mini- 
fters, -when they have been accuſed as Male-fattors for 7 hes, | the 
Goſpel, to ſcorn, reproach and deſpiſe them as Holders-for th, fyc. And 
the Expreſſion of Holdimng-forth being taken in an ill and deſpightful 
ſenſe by ſome who ſo uſe it ; 7 think the Doftor might have ſpared 
to put 1t npon Paul, who in preaching Chriit was then a Non-con- 
formift Miniſter; and it feems, if it were not written imcauteu ſly, 
to be Highly Blamable. Jn which Expreſſions of Holding-forth, 
with others afterwards which refer to Spiritual Praying and Praiſing, 
as this does to Preaching the Goſpel, ( Does the Dottor any where 
{peak againſt Spri7ual Praying, Praiſing or Preaching ? ) the Door 
goes in bad Company, and { doubt highly gratifies them while he 
writes ſo agreeably to their Language. hich words of the Dodtor, 
however written with ſome ſeeming ſoftneſs, are a very 1l} Bieat, if 
they were meant, which { hope they were not, as they are commonly 
underſiood by all Good and Bad Men that I know. And all this but 
for Naming the word Holding-forth, though with allowance. 

Now what need all this? Tantene animis cale/iibus tra? Do 
not you know, that the Phraſe of Folding-forth was taken up by 
Non conformiſts* about the Year 1642 or 1643, -as I remember, 
( at leaſt I do not remember to have heard it ſooner : It might 
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perhaps by the Diſſenting Brethren be brought with them out of 
. Holland) and in contradiftin&ion to the word Preaching ? and uſed 
by them ( or ſome of them) ſo long and ſo frequently, till 1t began 
to be thought a ridiculous AeFation, and did afford matter of 
Drollery to thoſe that had a mind to be pleaſant? (And whether or 
no the word be yet left off, I do not know ; though now the word 
Speaking be come in ule in the ſame ſenſe,) It was taken up upon 
this occaſion ; when it grew frequent for Gifted-Brethren = I 
may ſo call them without offence, as they were wont to call them- 
ſelves) to ſpeak publickly in their Meetings ; they were then ſhy 
of calling this Preachme, but called it (>y a ſofter name) Folamg- 
forth ; and 'twas uſual to ask, ho held-forth to day? But when 
they began to be laughed out of this, it was then ho dtd ſpear ts 
dry ? Not thinking it fit to call it Preaching, when the Speaker 
was not a Miniſter or other Church-Officer. And I know no 
great hurt in the word (ſaving that it ſeems a Needleſs Afﬀettation, ) 
For to -Sew-forth, or Fold-forth (exhibere) are in themſelves no 
bad Expreſtions, ( and the beſt words that are may be droed-upon, 
or turned into Rzdicule, by thoſe who have a mind ſo todo; ) and 
therefore (though I would not chooſe to uſe it, yet) if others pleaſe 
ſo to ſpeak, I can admit.it. And,in this place, if you do not like 
the word Preaching, TI am content you make uſe of your own 
wor, or any of thoſe mentioned, or any of @ /tke import : For, 
what ever you pleaſe to call it, this D:ſcourſe of Paul to x Chre 
flian Congregation, was at leaſt a Religious Exerciſe on the fir? day 
of the week ; Which ſerves the preſent Argument as well as 1f you 
call 1t Preaching. --And I thought I had accommodated the mat- 
ter .with fuch a temper, as might ſerve both ; If you neither 
like the word Preaching, nor Holamep-forth ; Let it be called a-Reli- 
grous Diſcourſe, of the Holy Apoſtle, to a Congregation of Chriſtians, 
_ NY for ſuch a purpeſe. Which I take to be inoftenſtve 
words. 
Bur 'tis further aggravated that #he. Door dbes twice fo render 
it, No; but does twice permit you ſo to uſe it if you pleaſe. And 
truly if 1n the firſt place you render N1xtyw by held-forth, it 1s 
very proper in the ſecond place to render = aizoy by ho/arng-forth ; 
for a6y@ 1s but a Noun from the ſame Verb aiw. And whether 
mopinivs be rendered by continumg or ho/ding-on, 18 much one, for 
they ſigfiify both alike: and then I know not what (in this ſecond 
place) ſhould offend you anew, unlefs the paronoma/ea ( of holaing- 
en his ho/ding-forth ) offend your Ear. And if neither preaching nor 
poldimg-forth do pleaſe you, I gaye you the choice of a great many 
other words. But 
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- But ſince the Expreſſion of Holding-forth, hath been taken in an 1 
and Deſpightfal ſenſe by ſome, ( you do not charge me to be one of 
thoſe /ome, and therefore to this I ſhall make no defenſe; but onely 
that, as tothis word, I go in zH company,) againi# Eminently Holy and 
Learned Non-conforming Minifters ; you think ( p. 32.) 1 might have 
ſpared to put it upon Paul, who was then a Non-conformiit Miniſter 
and Preacher. Did | call Paul a Non-conformi$# Preacher ? or 1s it 
you who call him ſo? (I hope you do 1t not to 4z/parage Pan, bur 
to credit the Non-conformiſts.) Nor does the Dottor put it upon Paul. 
We ſay Paul preached, 'tis you find fault ith that word, without 
_ relling us. what word you. would haye inſtead of it. Which word 
if you do not like, I give you leave to pſe your own, or to take 
your choiſe of many more. | | 

"But muſt af be right that a# our Aon-conformiſ/ts ſay or do ? 
and muſt oye of them be zouched for what ever they*do or ſay, - 


_. becauſe St. Paul, (you ſay) was a Non-conformii?t ? May no body 


ſpeak to the diſadvantage of Fews, Anabapti/ts, Papiſts, or Ruakers, 
(for all theſe are ie ) or ſo much as name the word 
Dipping, becauſe ( you ſlay) Paul was a Non-conformiit ! May we 
not name eMonkery, Monks and Romiſh Prelates, or Popiſh Rebellious 
Sabjetts and Clergy, ( as Enq. p. 117, 121,) becauſe Paul! was a 
Non-conformift ? I think 'tzs too great a Privilege : and too great an 
over-weening of your ſelves to expect or claim it. Surely ſome 
Non-conformiſts (for there be a great many ſorts of them.) may be 
blamed for fomewhat they do, notithſtanding Pau/'s being a Non- 
conform:8T. | | | 
You might have called him a ConformzFt it you pleaſed, for you 
tell us He came 70 the Synagogue, and preached there every Sabbath- 
day : which you ſuppoſe to comprehend and include all the reft that 
as requiſite 70 & « eeping the Sabbath ( perfettly as to Chrift ; 
WE-TEY png Pp 
and as to the Apoſtles, 1m their meaſure ) elſe we ſhould have read it 
there objefted againſt them, which we do not find, Rep. p. 33. He 
ſhore his head at Cenchrea becauſe he had a Yow, AQt. 18. 18. He 
cauſed Timothy to be circumciſed becauſe his Mother was a Jew, At. 
I6.1. He would by al{ means keep the FeaFt at Jeruſalem, AC&.18.21. 
(which you take to be 7he Paſeover, Enq. p. 122.) and to that pur- 
pole went from Epheſus io Jeruſalem, though he were thence 7o 
return again. And the like for Pentecof?, if pofſuble, AQt 20. 16. 
And AQ 21. 20, 21,23, 24, 26. He joins in the Ceremonies of 
Purification, with four men that had a Yow ; and this to vindicate 
himſelf from the reproach which was raiſed upon him ( as a NVor- 
conformi$t ) that he taught the Jews which were among the Gentiles 
70 
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to forſake Moſes, and that they ought not to circumciſe their childien, 
y 
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nor to walk after the cuſtoms : to confute which calumny, he thus 
complied, that all might know that thoſe things whereof they were 
informed concerning him (touching his Non-conformity) were not ſo, 
but that himſelf alſo walked orderly, and kept the Lan, (that is the 
Ceremonial Law,the Law ſpoken of ver. 24. they (the Jews) which 
believe and are alt zealous of the Law.) And when he was accuſed as 


faulty therein, he ſtands - 200 his zufification, Chap. 24.11,1 2, 1 Þ

I7,18, 19, 20. and again Chap. 26.7,8,10,11. that nezther again? 7 

Law of the Fews, nor againit the Temple, -nor againi# Ceſar, had he 
offended in any thing, nor could they prove the thmgs whereof they ac- 
cuſed him : And we find Ly/tas, ' Felix, Feſius, and King Agrippa 
acquitting him, as having done nothing worthy of death or of bonds, 
Chap. 23.23. Chap. 24. lang Chap.25.18,19. Chap. 26.31. ac- 
cording to what he tells us elſewhere,that 70 he Few he became as a 
Few, and was as to the Law blameleſs: Phil. 3. 5,6. Though yet 
you own, Enq. p. 123. that, after the death of Chris, he. was under 
"0 obligation, to keep that Feat of the Paſd-over, but was, by his death, 
adelryered from that as well as all other Ceremonies, which are all 
nailed to his Croſs. Now when he was thus compliant, though un- 
aer no obligation fo to be, I ſee not why you ſhould reproach him 
as a Non-conformif# Preacher. You might as well call him a Se- 
paratift, hecauſe at Epheſus At. 19. g. he departed, from thoſe that 


[pake evil of the way, and ſeparated the Diſciples, diſputing daily in 


the School of one Tyrannus- 
'Tis true, that St. Paul did preach ſome Dofrmes which were 
not pleaſing to the unconverted Fews : bur this doth not make 
him a Non-conformiZF, 1o long as in Prat#;/e he did comply with 
what the Moſarck Law required of him. And tis -oſible (and 
pirnngs you may think ſo) that ſome of our own Conformiſts 
may fometimes preach otherwiſe than according to the Z/tabliſhed 
Do@rie of the Church of England, who yet would not be thought 
Non-conformiſ/ts for 10 doing. Now, whether you 1ntend 1t for a 
Reproach or a Commenaation of St. Paul to call him a Non-conformis? ; 
however, when he makes 1t his buſineſs to Purge himſelf of this 
Imputation, and ſtands upon his Juſtification, that z7he Fews could 
not prove it upon him (nor can you) but that he walked orderly and 
kept the Law, and was, as touching the righteonſneſs which 1s m the 
Law, blameleſs: You ought not to faſten npon St. Paul the nick. 
2ame of a Non-conformifF. Yer I do not take St. Paul'to be ſuch a 
Conformalt, as to fake Al] as he finds it (right or wrong ) with thoſe 
amongst whom he laves, or to ſwallow all without chewing (as your 
language 


language is Rep. p. 59, 60.) But, wherein he. might wont. /in, he 
was content to become all things to all men, that he might ſave ſome ; 
he was willing, for the advantage of the Goſpel, to comply in 
things which he thought Zawfz/, though not Neceſſary ; as your 
ſelf own ('£n9. p.122,122.-) as to his Deming the Pall over at 7Fe- 
rnſalem, though under no Sheation to keep it. And the hike I take 
Circumci/ing Timothy ; his Purification in the Temple ; his Shaving 
his head at Cenchrea, and the like. And ſo ( for ought appears ) as 
to the whole Mofaick Law. 
Nor 1s he to be charged (for his compliance ) as 7eaching one 
thing and pradZ:/mg the contrary ( as you ſeem to infinuate Zg. 
72.) For he taught indeed that the Gentiles were not to be 
drought under the Toke of the Ceremonial Law ( to which before 
they were not ſubjeft) but he detirno where Zeach ( that TI know 
of) that the Jews among? the Gentiles might not obſerve it, if 
they were ſo perſwaded. He bids the Gernz:/es, to land fait in the 
liberty wherewtth Chrift hath made us free Gal. 5. 1. Phil. 4. 1. But 
he doth no where forbid the Fews to wave that privilege ( it they 
were ſo per{waded) upon a juſt occaſion. And, according to this 


to be, his going into the Jews fate on Zherr Sabbath-day ; his 


Dofrine was his Prad7iſe allo, in Circumciſing 7imothy ( becauſe - 


his Mother was a Jew, ) but not Circumciſing 77ztus, (who was a 
converted Genzik.) And, 'tis your great miſtake not to diſtinguiſh 
between the Gentiles, and the Jews among the Gentiles ; which di- 
ſtin&ion, if well confidered, would ſet you right in many points 
whereat you ſtumble. 

But, to return from this Digrefſion in Yindication of St. Paul: I 
ſhewed thoſe Papers, and particularly that paſſage which doth fo 
much offend you, to Non-conformiſts Preachers ( one or more) be- 
fore 'twas Printed; who took no offenſe at it, nor made any ex- 
ception to 1t. And I think 1t had been your wiſdom ( if you had 
| Not liked 1t) at leaſt to ſay nothing of it, rather than to make fo 
great an out-cry for nothing, What 1s that z// fenſe of the word 
Flolaing-forth which 1s commonly underſtood ( you lay ) by all good and 


bad men, T do not know. TI mean it 1n that ſenſe 1n which Mons - 


conformiſts were wont to ule it, for that of G:fzed-brethren in con- 


tradiſtin{tion to the Preaching of Non-conformiſt Minifters : "Twas 


all one, as to my buſineſs, whether Paul did here ſpeak, ( as you 


are pleaſe to call him) as a Nom-conformif? Preacher, or as a Gifted. + 


brother ; for, either way, 1t was a Religions Exerciſe in a Chriſtian 
Aljembly on the fir? day of the week. 
In the mean while, Do you think there are not ſome n—_

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Holy and learned Conforming Miniſters (yes, and Non-conformiſls *® 
too) which do obſerve the Chri/tiarn Sabbath, with whom 299 make 
bold all along, as worſhipping the Sun upon Sunday, ( belide many 
other unhandlome in{inuations,) when there was no occaſion for it. 
Now, it you be not angry, ( as Rep. p: 38. you ſayI am) or if 
your heat be a little over that we may talk calmly, I ſee not why 
Haim may not-here be well tranſlated Preached, as our Tranſla- 
tors have rendered it. That the word may be ſo rendered, you 
do not deny; for (Eng. p.45, 55. and Rep. p. 32.) you would haye 
it ſo rendered Af. 17.2. and Af#.18.4. And why you would have it 
{ſo rendered there, but not here, I can gueſs at no other Reaſon, but 
one of theſe two; Either becauſe our Tranſlators there have ſaid 
Reaſoned, and here Preached, and therefore ( becauſe there may be 
ſome pleaſure in contradiQing and finding fault ) you would have 
the contrary :- Or elſe becauſe, what 1s there ſaid, was. on the 
Fewiſh Sabbath ( where you think the 472he$7 expreſſion fit to be 
uſed,) but in this place, being but on #he firi? day of the week, 
you think Preaching too good a word. Burt lince Neaaiym may be 
rendered by either word, according as may; belt {uit with the Cir- 
cumſtances of the place : I think our Tranſlators have, with very 
> good judgment, ſo rendered it as they have done 1n all thoſe places. 
The Piſdourle of Paul at 7 beſſalonica At. 17. 2. and of Aguila at 
Corinth A&t.18. 4. doth not ſeem to have been a Continued Diſcourſe 
(ſuch what we uſe to call Preaching ; ) but an /#terrupied Confe- 
* rence |( Dulogue-wile) Convincing the Fews and Greeks ' by .-way of 
Arguings, Anſwers, and Replies : And while he did thus SHaniyery 
Drahogue-wiſe, tt was more proper to call 1t Reaſoning or Diſputmeg, 
(as A. 17. 17. AF. 18. 19. AF. 19. 9.) than to call 1t Preaching - 
and therefore was well rendered Reaſoned 1n thoſe places : But 1n 
the preſent place AtZ. 20. 7. 1t was a Continued dilcourle, not Ar- 
guing with them, (by way 'of Dialogue) but making a continued 
Speech to them ; which 1s therefore called? a2, not Sraaxoy, and 
1s fitly: rendered Preaching.

| Cal acquamiance micnds to take a journey in the morning, to ſup with 
him over night.) But do you think this was ſo? It not, to what 
purpole 1s this objection ? That Breaking of bread is cliewhere 
uſed for he Lords Supper you do not deny, nor ſeem to doubt ; 
and why not here? 1 do not know that the phraſe is any where 
uſed an all the New Teſtament in any other ſenſe. What you 
allege of Chriſts breakzng the loaves and fiſhes ( Mat, 14. 19. and Mart.

"Tis the ſame form of ſpeech with that of Chriſt Luk. 22.19. Mat. 
26.26. He took bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave them, 
Jaying, T ake, eat, &c. And why it ſhould not here be underſtood 1n 
the ſame ſenſe, I ſee not. If all in the ſhip were not Chriſtians, 
( as 1t's likely they were not all) yet I ſee not why thoſe of 
them which were ſo, might not there celebrate the Lords Supper, 
on that occaſion. For St. Paul was not aſhamed to own himſelf a 
Chriſtian, even 1n that company.

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of Paul's preaching on Saturaay-nght, being ready to depart on 
Sunday-morning. And you allow your ſelf a great /at:tude in think- 
ing, when you think 77 aoth ſo ſeem 10 them. But do you indeed 
think ſo? Or may I return you your own words, Rep/.p.35. */ 
hope you will nat oblige me, or any other, to believe you ſo think ? 

But this isto vſher.in another debate, at wha? 7me the day did 
then begin ; of which conceit you ſeem to be very ſull ; that Sunday- 
night was what others call Sazurday-nigbt, beginning at Sun-ſet on 
Saturday; and that this was the language there ( at that time ) 
of St. Zuke and the other ſacred Writers; and all this, becauſe 
T he morning and the evening. was the firſt day,” Gen. 1. 5. 

Now I had ſhewed it very plain, Dc. 22,23, 24, 25, 26,27,28, 
31, 32. that as well inthe New "Teſtament as 1n the Old, the Zve- 
ning was always reckoned to belong to the Yv pair. We find, by 
the ſtory we have of Chriſts ReſurreQion ( Hat. 28. Mar. 14. Lak. 
24. 70h. 20.) that on the fir? day of the week, very early in the 
morning, while it was yet dark, the women came to the ſepalchre ; 
not over-night, ( though the Sun, at that time of the Year, did ſer 
abour fix a-clock ) becauſe the Sabbath was not yet paſt, and they 
were to ref? on the Sabbath according to the Commanament. When 
they came there, the Body was riſen, and Chriſt appeared to them, 
and bid then tell 1t to the Diſciples, which they did; after which, 
Peter and John ( from the reſt) went to the Sepulchre and found ir 
to. be ſo, and brought ſuch word back to the reſt; and in the mean 
time the ſouldiers (attrighted) told to the high Prieſts what had 
happened, who gave them money to ſay, The Diſciples had ſtolen 
away the Body while they {lept ; and all this happened before the 
two Diſciples went toward Zmmaas, ( for they told 1t to Chriſt by 
the way. ) After that,they went on foot ( they wa/ked) to Emmaus, 
which you allow to be ſeven mile and a hatf ; when they came near 
to Emmaus, the day was far ſpent, and they perſwade Chriſt, 
{ who: ſeemed willing to go further) to ſtay with them, as not 
being convenient, unleſs upon ſome great occaſion, to travel fur- 
ther that night. He there ſtayed with: them, continued to preach. 
to them, and did with them celebrate the Lords Supper before 
they perceived who he was. After this, they returned to Jeru- 
falem, ( another ſeven miles and half) and told this to the Diſciples. 
After: which, Chriſt alſo appeared to them, upbraided their un- 
belief, confirmed their Faith, preached to them the-,Doctrine of 
his Death and ReſurreQion out of Hoſes, the Plalms, and the Pro- 
phets; gave them his ſolemn BenediCtion, conferred on them the 
Holy-Gholt, ordained them to that office, and gaye them Com:

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miſſion for preaching the Goſpel, and: planting: the Chuſftian 
Chureh, with Inſtructions concerning 1t :;; Now can any manibe- 
Leve, that all-this could: be diſpatched: before fix. a-clock ( the 
time of Sun-ſetat that ſeaſon)! when yet it was ſo late whenithey 
drew near t0\ Z17mans as that it was inconvenient'to travel fur- 
ther?

0p" e 
And you own, that our Eng/;ſb Day 1s alſo a eMdnight-day, from 
Mid-night to Midnight : and 'tis fo reputed in Weſtmin/ter-hall. 
And ſo you tell us Eng. p.83. that from Mianight to Midnight, is the 
Reckoning of this Kingdom. And what do you reply to all this Evi- 
dence? 7 he Evening and the Morning were 1he firſt day mult an- 
{wer all. 

I ſhewed you further, that even 7 the Old Teftament it was ſo 
alſo.

6. they ſhall kill the Paſs-over iz the evening, 
or between the wo evenings; you take the;jirfbot thele evenings to 
been either at our. three a-clock m 1he afternoon,” or preſently after 
Mid-day, between which and Sa-fe7'(you lar Hr might Lacie 
erough to kill and "dreſs it without runhing up the time 10 midnight.

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not neceſſary, for 14 never little beyond Sun-ſet, it muſt (accord. 
ing to your nation) treſpaſs .upon the /7eenth day, ( whereas rhe 


Paſs-over 18 all to be diſpatched on the fourteenth day; and the bf- 


teenth day 1s the aorrow after the Paſs-over':) And, how far we may 
run 17 up beyond Sun-fer, the next words tell you, at {he Jeaſon that 
thou cameſt out of Egypt, which was about ied? : ſo that I thank 
the caſe 18 plain, that berween the io evenimps,' is between Sun-ſet 
and Midnight ; for it muſt not be &iHed before Sur-jer, and it mult 
be all eaten before mianizht, (nothing of it mult be left tall the morn- 
mg.) It 1s plain therefore, that till the end of tbe Lords Paſs-over 
(which was at midnight or juſt before) was the fourteenth day ; and 
the fiftcenth day was the mrrow after.

Hhen rhe 
gates of Feruſalem began to be Dark before the Sabbath, 7 commanded

be aark, which 1s not till a good while:after Sun-ſer, and.yet even 
that was before the'Sabbath. The Sabbath was not yet begun, bur 
the Gates ſhut, by way of prevention, when it grew toward the or- 
dinary time of ceaſing to go in and out; yet eventhen they were 
not {o ſhut but that, upon occaſion; they might be opened to let.in 
ordinary paſlengers, (though not for thoſe who brought merchan- 
diſe to ſell on the Sabbath-day, )- and for that pu —_ leit h1s ſer- 
vants at the gates, that there ſhould no Burden be brought 1n. 

Now I think, 1n all reaſon; you. ought to have given fome tole- 
rable anſwer to theſe allegations, or elſe._not tell-us Rep. 75. that 
you have 'not (you think) declined any thing that required a farther 
Reply. Theſe allegations ſeem'to me. (and I ſuppoie wall ſo to the 
Reader) noto weak as to. be flighted. And till. you have anſwered 
them, I ſhall not eaſily belieye, that Pauls preaching to them at 
Troas on the firſt day of the week, and continuing Ins ſpeech till 
12mianight, 1s to be underſtood of Saturday n;zht he being to depart 
on Sunday morning.

were the fir/t day, we'll conſider that a while. FL

3. (as a day of dehgbt and feaſt- 
ng, ) wherefore ( ſaith he) this day 1s not deſcribed by Evening and 
Morning, as were the other ſix, which con/t/ied of hght and darkneſs ; 
but this all Day (or Light) figurtng out our perpetual Foys. How far 
the authority of this emmently Holy and Learned Non-Conformist, 
to ſpeak in your own Language ( for ſo I take him to haye been a * 
good ran, and a learned man, notwithi{tanding his Non-conformity,) 
will ſway with you, I cannot tell; but, on whatever time the 0- 
ther days did begin, he ſeems to; begin the ſeventh day with Zight, 
not at Sun-ſet A Night was coming-on.

And when: you can 
ſhew me, ſo plainly, that ever any day (1n Scripture) did ſo Begin 
or End, 1t will then be time to give youa furcher Anſwer. 

| But when you tell us Rep. p. 69. that Evening aud Morning did 
conſtitute and make up every day in the week; pray what do! you 
think of Noon? was that no part of the day? or, did it continue 
Morning till Sunſet ? Pray ſhew me ſome Ford where it 1s fo #rit- 
ten or where I may Read 1t; or muſt we zake your Hord for it ? That 
Morning begins 4p 4 while it is yet aark | knew; but that it'con- 
tinues Hornme till Sunſet I did not know. If by Evenings aud Morn- 
71g, you underſtand Darkveſs and Light, (as you now expound it 
Rep. Pp 25. 67.) I am contented ſo to under{tand it (though it be 
not ſo Written,) and I grant that, there was darkzeſs'and there 
was /72þt the firſt day (and fo of thereft) but I do not grant that 
the Fir/t day did begin at Sun-ſet.

Thoſe who kept it on the firſt day of the Week (on which Chriſt 
roſe) kept 1t indeed in Commemoration of the Reſurrefion on that 
day. But not the Qwartadecimani who kept it' on the fourreenth day 
of rhe month, (whatever day of the week'it happened to be.) Fort 
this was neither the day of the Peek, nor'the day of the a4onth, 
on which Chuſt Roſe, but on which he Died. And therefore kept 
1t elther as a Contmuation of the Jewiſh Paſs-over on that day : or 
as a Commemoration of Chriſlts Death, not of his Reſarrefion. But 
this 1s be{tdeour bulineſs, and therefore I paſs it. | 

What you tell us £9. p. 89. of 7he-pornt of the Fernal and Au 
Tunmmal Equinox being juſt over Paradiſe 5 1 do not underſtand ( nor, 
I ſuppoſe, do you ) nor ſhall I trouble my ſelf to make ſenſe of it. 
But will excule it, as being a thing out of your rode. | 

Now how ſoon ſo ever he controverſy did ariſe about keeping 
Eafter on the Dominical day, 1o ſoon at leaſt the Dominical day was 
underſtood to be the fir day of Zhe (Jewiſh) week. And when you 
tell us, Eng. p. 93. that you 7ranſcribe theſe anthorities, to ſhew that 
all the Chriſtians in the World did agree which was ( by Tradition) 
rhe Sabbath day and which the Firſt day of the Week (you ſhould have 
added, aud which was the Domnical day) and that they all agreed, 


you 
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you ſay, (but 3t was by tradition) to caHl the Seventh day of the week, 
the. Sabbath day ; you ſhould have added, and the firſt day of the 
week, the Dominical day, You might have obſerved allo that all 
this for the Sabbath day 1s but (what you call) Trad/tzon, and the 
Same Tradition 1s as tutl' for the Dominical day (the Lords day ) being 
the Firit day of the week. For how came they thus to agree in the 
fifth Century, the'time you cite? Was it not from a preſumption 
that ( from Chriſts- time downward) by a continucd Tradition from 
hand to hand the memory of the Seventh day (of the Jewiſh Week) 
was preſerved, -and the memory of the Lords day likewiſe? And by 
a like Tradition (and no otherwiſe) 1s the ſame memory preterved 
from the fifth Century to our Time. 

You do not deny therefore, the Domnical day ( the Lords day | 
to have been then obſervedall along, and by that name, and taken to 
be the ſame with 7he firft day of the (Jewiſh) Feet. Which is the 
thing I was to prove. | 

Bur, you tell ns, p. or. that in ſome places there were publict 
Aſjemblies cn other days alſo ; ( And no doubt but there were ; like 
as now there are publick Aſſemblies for Prayers and Sermons on 
week-days, and in ſome places every day, for thoſe to repair to 
who have leiſure and opportunity of ſo doing:) And you name 
the Sabbath, the Dominical day, the ſecond and fourth of the Sabbath 
(which you take tobe Monday and Wedneſday) and Paraſceven (which 
you take to be Good Friday, (perhaps others may take It to be every 
Friday ) p. 92,934 94, 97 99. Burſtill you own the Dommical aay 
was one; And then, their meeting alſo on'ſome other days, doth 
not gain-ſay their obſerving of hrs day. 

You tell us p. 94. and again p. 99. that amongſt the days for pub. 
lick aſjemblies the Dominical day 1s moſily named, (2s being indeed 
the chief day ſo obſerved, ) but among/t ſome (you ſay) the day 
of the Sabbath is found, (but not alone awwithout the Lords day, or 
inſ{tead'thereof.) -And again 7 he Dominical day was ſolemn ts Chri- 
ftians, but amongit other feftruals mention is made of the Sabbath : 
And yet again, hen they did aſſemble, and how often, 1s not ex- 
preſly written but the moF? mention is made of the Sabbath and of the 
Dominical day. So (till the: Lords-day 7s one, whatever other days 
be {emeroes or ſomewhere obſerved. 

ou own- alſo, p. 97. that' of theſe two days moſtly named, the 
"Dominical day was preferred; and'that, on the Sabbath day they were | 
not to Judaize but might work, but not on the Dominical day, and this 
" as old at'leaſt as the fourrh Centary, by your own citation. And 
' manyAuch'tefſtimomes/you give vs all along, of not working on the 
WO. 4 I 2 Do. 
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Domanical days, but ſpending them in Re/ygrious Exerciſes. And 
own that (at leaſt as early as the Twelfth Century) 1t was called 
the Chriſtian Sabbath, p. 95. Which doth not well agree with what 
you have pag. 118. where you would have us: think 1t was ;not ſo 
called till by ſome /ate writers, within Eighty years or thereabout. 

You own alſo this difference, as high at leaſt as the fourth Cen- 
turv, P. 92, 93- ( though at 's tor, you would have us think 74zs 
Conſtitution not to beearlier than the twelfth Century,) between the 

Dommical aay ani the Sabbath ( between the Lords day and Satur- 
day) that Saturday was kept as a Faſt (in memory of Chriits Iying 
in the Grave that day ).but the Lords day as a Feſtival (1n memory 
of Chriſts Reſurredlion) Þ. 92, 93, 94, 95, 97, 98, ol, 104, 119: 
But, publick Faſling-days (you tell us p. 93.) were kept holy to God 
as well as Feſtivals ; atid there doth appear nogrea! bas whether 
they Feaſt or Faſt on that day. Surely there is. The Sabbath ( Lev. 
23+ 2,J-) 1s to be kept as a Feaſt of the Lord; and therefore to 
Faft on that day, 1s not to keep hrs Sabbath. You ſay further, that, 
ome perſons and in ſome places did not faſt but amme upon this day. 
Thar is, (1t I do not miſandezitand it) they did n97 ſo much as keep 
itas a Faſt, But however, the Lords day was kept, and kept as 4 
Feitrul. / 

Some ( you tell us p. 109, 110, 111, 114-) did keep their Sab- 
bath from Sturday noon, or from Saturday three a-cleck, till Sun- 
riſong on Md:y morning. But this makes nothing againlt the Lords 
day, for that was therein obſerved 1ntirely, and hedged-in on 
both ſides. | 

You tell us p. 9s. that on he Sabbath day, Hltiam the Conquerour 
on the primcipal Feaſt had magnificent and ſumptuous banquets, which 
they called vac of the Sabbath. But which of the days ( the 
firſt oc the ſeventh) you cannot certainly ſay, but Think (you tell us) 
it was the Seventh-day-ſabbath. What 1t I ſhould think it were the 
Fir#-day Sabbath; were not My Thinking as good a0Nariey as 
yours? Since you own Pp. gs. that, about . time, the Lords day 
was called the Chriſtian Sabbath. And I doubt ſome other of your 
citations in favour of Saturday, may (f well examined) be found 
to reler to the Sunday-ſabbath. But I do not trouble my ſelf to ex- 
amine them. | 


You tel} us, bs Irs, 127, 118, 119, that (in England) we have 
e 


no Statute made for Sunday (that you kuow of ) till that in Edward 
Zhe Sixth's time. Burt doth that prove the- Lords day was not tall 
then obſerved.in Zng/and? (But you own the Aings Hrits, and Or- 
«er of the Lord : Mayor, to that purpoſe, older: than fo.) mw you 
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know of any Statute or A& of Parliament (before that time } made 
againſt it, or for Saturday ſabbath ? There was no /mperial Law (that 
we know of) older than Conſtantine, for the exerciſe of the Chri- 
ftzan. Religion; but are we therefore to think it was not praftiſed 
before that time ? 

Tou do not find, you tell us p. 1 i7, by the beft colletions you can, 
make with your few books, that, for 1200 years or more, they (in 
England) recetved the Obſer vation of Sunday, (However, this 1s long 
before King Zaward the Sixth's time.) But in the year 1200 you 
own it p. Is. But do you find that, before that time, wy kept 
their Sabbath on Saturday ? No: Nor do you find, it ſeems, whether 
before that time they did keep any Sabbath at all. You ſay, they 
had a weekly day 4 Reft, (I ſuppole they had, and that it was he 
Lords day commonly catled Tow ) But a/l the v/d Records yet ex- 
tant, even down 10 this day, you lay, do call it (that day of reſt) the 
Sabbath day. I do not know where to find 7hoſe old records ( older 
than the year 1200). which tell us that Saturday was their Heekiy 
day of RefF. It may be true that in o/d Records (I know not whe- 
ther /o 01d) and in new ones too, Saturday 1s called ares Sabbatr, and 
ſo it 1s at-this day, (as being the ſuppoſed day of the 7ewiſh Sab- 
bath,) Yet, not Saturday but the Lords day 1s our weekly day of ReF?, 
and was ſo ( for ought you fhew to the contrary) ever fince 
Chriſtianity was Koa tly amongſt vs. You own that, ſince the | 
year 1200, the Lords day hath been received as our weekly day of Reft, 
and-ſo1t 1s at-this day; though Sazurday 1s yet called azes Sabbarr, 
And when you produce thoſe Records (older than the year 1200, ) 
1f therein you Fed Saturday called ajes Sabbatt, I ſuppoſe we ſhall 
there find Sunday called dies Dominicus. - 

You tell us of Markets kept on he Dominical day p. 116. in the 
time of King 7chn and Henry the Third. This perhaps may prove. 
that1t was not ſo well obſerved as it ought to be; but it doth not 
prove 1t not 70 be at all obſerved. For this was after the year 1290, 
when you own the Lords day to be recetved. You tell us Eng. p.39, 
63, 133. andelſewhere, in the time of Nehemzrah ( and before the 
Captivity) of Markets kept on the Jewiſh Sabbath ; but doth it thence 
follow; that ( becauſe ſome profaned it) the Jewiſh Sabbath was not 
at all obſerved? In the mean time, were no eMarkets held on Sa: 
turday ? This yoy ſhould have proved, to have proved a preference 
of Safurday-ſabbath to the Lords day: ( Otherwiſe, this. proves no 
more for Saturaay-ſabbath than for «Monaay ſatbath;) But you ſhew 
pot a word of this. 


You 
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. You,tell us p. 1157. (much to the ſame purpoſe) out of Mr. Prix, 
that wwe find by the Writs to ſummon Parliaments that they were of 
old appornted to meet upon Sundays (1 i _— you mean, ſometimes, 
not always, ) even 1n the time of Eaw. 7. Edw. 77. Edw. ITT. 
which Edw. 7. ſucceeded Hen. IT]. who ſucceeded King John. The 
Succeſſions you reckon right ; (But all theſeare ſince the year r200.) 
\ Pray do, me the favour (next time you examine thoſe Records) to 
inform me, whether (1n thoſe PYrrits of Summons and in the Re. 
cords of thoſe Parliaments) the Sunday be not called dates Dominicas. 
For if ſo, Sunday was then the Zords day, and fo reputed, though 
Parlhaments did ſometimes meet on thoſe days. And I have the 
more reaſon to think ſo, becauſe even'here youcall it the Dominical 
day, which I preſume you would not have done 1t it had not been 
there dies Dommicus. | 
I remember that in the Reign of King Charles T. (if T were not 
then miſ-informed) they were wont to f1t in Privy-Connſel and hear 
Cauſes, on Sundays n the afternoon ; (whether well -or 11] I am not 
now todifpute,) and I have heard the reaſon alligned, hecauſe zhey 
could not meet 0n a better-day than when there were ſolemn Prayers 
« for them in all the Congregations of England. And I have been told 
(and perhaps you may remember it) that 1n the late Reigns, 1t was 
then uſual zo plays at Cards on Sundays. Shall we thence conclude, 
the Zords-day. was not then obſerved in England? You know the 
contrary. T2 
Put, you ſay further, Rich. 717. who was pore (you ſay) by 
his Popiſh rebellious Subje&s and Clergy (whar's this to the purpoſe ? 
and on whom 1s this intended to refle& ? on thoſe of 48? or thoſe 
of 88? or of Go? ) who ſucceeded Edw. T7]. the Parliament ap- 
poruted to meet upon Sunday, met that day and adjourned 111] Monday; 
From which time Prin ſays, no Parliaments have been ſummoned 70 
meet ou the Dominical day. (Noth Mr. Prin call it the Domrnical 
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zay *) I conſeſs I have not examined all the Records to anſwer this 
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Allegation : YUr Perhaps you may remember that (within our me- 
mory) Olzwer's Triennal Parliaments were ordered to meet on Sep. 3. 
whatever day of the week it might happen to be ; and that the firit 
of rhoſe Triennials did meet on Sunday, Sepr. 3.1654 did then (I 
think) hear a Sermon, and adjourned ti/] Monday,, And you may re- 
"member that in the year 164.1, the Parliament /## fate on a Sunday, 
and their Printed Votes for thatday, bear date Die Dominico 8. Aug. 
1641. and if you ſearch the Journals of Parliament, for that time, 
you will findit fo. But ſhall we thence conclude,” That,” rm thofe 
years, the Lords day was not obſerved in England? I ſhould Ne 
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| from thence conclude (and we know it was ſo) that it was obſer- 
ved ; elſe their Votes would not have been dated Die Dominico. 
You tell us ſeveral times, that here be ſome wed ey who t0 
this day do obſerve Saturday, and you tell us p. 120. who thoſe are, 
the Flabiſſies, or Mid-land Ethiopians, (the ſame people, but by a- 
nother name.) Purchas, you lay, writes of the Fabiſ/mes, as obſer- 
ving the Saturday Sabbath. What? that day ſolely, in oppoſition 
to the Lords-day? No; but hey keep 17 ſolemnly equal to the Domini- 
cal day, for which you cite Frerewood"s Enquiries. And (out of San- 
dis raeh ) they celebrate Saturday (as he calls it) as well as Sunday. 
You own therefore their Celebration of the Loras-day; and there- 
fore not of Saturday in ſtead of it, or in Oppoſition to it. 
- But you ſhould have told us alſo (which 1s a ſecond anſwer to 
that Allegation) that the ſame ZZab://ives do obſerve Circumciſion al- 
{o;and ſo do Zadarze in more things than one. And when they retain 
\Circumc;/ion (not in oppoſition to, but) in conjunction with Pap. 
ziſm, no wonder 4t they retain the Zew:ſh Sabbath together with 
the Lords-day.: TNT, 
You tell us, p. 119. that: the Greczans and their Churches (that 
is, ſome of them, not All, Y"a@ keep the Saturday Feſtival, that is (as 
your ſelf expound it) they cat Fleſh on that day, and forbid to Faſt 
on any Saturday except Eaſter-eve. (For you tell us p. 98. that by 
Faſting, 1s meant, Not-Dining ; and accordingly, to Dine 1s your 
Feſtival ; and ſo you diſtinguiſh it X19. p. 93. ſome Dined and ſome 
Fafted on the Sabbath day.) But do they not obſerve the Lords-day ? 
Yes; they celebrate dine ſervice as y'x Ava on the Sabbath as 01 the 
Dominical aay.. ( We are then ſafe as to this point.) But you need- 
ed not have gone ſo far; you might have found thoſe nearer home, 
who ſolemnly Celebrate druine ſervice on Weaneſdays, Fridays, and 
Saturdays, as well as on the Lords-day ; ( and .in ſome places, on e- 
very day of the week ;) But do they therefore not obſerve the Lord's 
You tells us p. 115. of divers Provinces of Chriſtians, ſubject to 
the Patriarch of Conſtantinople. Well. But are there any of theſe 
Provmces which do not obſerve the Lords-day ? and are you ſure 
they do { all of them) celebrate drvine ſervice on Saturday allo! 
You. tell us p. 115. that in in the year 1555, 7here were (you 
think at Rani \ ſome Sabbatarians ; who, zt ſeems, held that the Do- 
munical day was not to be obſeryed ; but who are ſaid to be otherwiſe 
Heretical. But doth it thence follow, that the Lords day was not 
then obſerved at Rome ? Perhaps it may be ſaid, a hundred year 
heace, that, about this tzme, Mr. Fampfie/d wrote a Book for the 
: | » RI UT - 
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 Saturday-ſabbath ; But ſhall it be thence concluded, that the Zords. 
day 1s not now genzrally obſerved in England ? Perhaps 1t may be 
ſaid, that At ſome Fakes on the Lords-day, there have been Butt 
baitings, and ſome other Profanations ? But mult it be thence con- 
cluded, the Lords-day is not at all celebrated, becauſe there are 
ſome who profane 1t ; as there always was, and always will be, as 
_ as there be wicked Men in the world, 
ou had told us, (much to the ſame purpoſe) p. 105. that 2 
the Tear 603. ſome are ſaid to preach by Fewiſh Superſtition or the 
Crecian Cuſtome, _ T hat 1t was a Duty to worſhip upon the Sabbath in 
like wiſe as upon the Dominical day. There was,it ſeems(even by thoſe) 
o doubt made of the Lords-day, the onely doubt was, whether os 
Saturday alſo. And the like (tor ought appears) might be the ſenſe 
of your other Sabbatarians 1n iy5s. for it is but z7 ſeems (as your 
ſelt cite 1t) that they were againlt obſerving the Lords-day ; you 
do not affirm it, or that your Author ſo ſays: onely zt ſeems ſo 70 
you ; (becauſe they are called Sabbatar tans.) | 
You tell us p. 102. that Socrates Scholaſticus (in the fourth Cen- 
tury) about the Diverſity of Obſervations in avers lv 3k touching 4 
Eaſter, Faſting, Marriage, Service, with other Eccleſtaſtical ' Rites, 
ſays, Touching the Communion there are ſundry Obſervations and Cu- 
fromes, for though in a manner all Churches throughout the whole 
. World do celebrate and recerve the holy eMyſterzes, (that 1s, the Com- 
munion or Lords Supper) every Sabbath day after other (that 
1s, as well on Saturday, as on'any other day of the Week ) ye? 7he 
People inhabiting Alexandria and Rome, of an old tradition do not aſe 
zt, (that 1s, becauſe, as you tell vs elſewhere, they uſed to Faſt = 
Saturday 1n memory. of Chriſts lying in the Grave on that day, 
they did not uſe on Saturdays to have the Communion or-Lords 
Supper, as on other days they had, as there was occaſion.) And 
here you run out into a large deſcant about Foly Myſterzes; thatT be 
celebrating and receruing the Holy Myſteries, you take 10 be their pub- 
lick, weekly Aſſemblies for Preaching, and for Hearing the Goſpel 
* preached, for Prayers and Pratſe,and for Baptiſm and the Lords-ſupper, 
&c. Now if you will 7ake zf (o to be, who can can help it? Others 
I ſuppoſe, will take zhe recerving the Holy Myſteries to be the recer- 
ving the Lords-ſupper in particular ; for you tell us 'tishe warrzety 
of Cuſtomes touching the Communimm And then you tell, we have 
ere Socrates a learned writer poſitively affirming all We Charches 
every where throughout the-World, as every week came Fhout, holding 
their Religious Aſſemblies, celebrating the Myftertes, 1. E. adminiſtring 
Baptiſm, the Lords Supper, Prayer, Preaching," Singing, &c. hyy'

the Sabbath day, that is the Seventh-day-ſabbath, upon every Seventh 
ay after other,except the Alexandrians and Romans; who then refuſed 
fo do as all the Chriſtian Churches in the world beſides did, (which 
is yout deſcant, not Scrates's words.) And a great Harangue about 
this we have for the greateſt part of two pages, p. 102,103. and you 
are at 1t again and again afterwards. And when all comes to all,it is 
no more but this, that the Churches of Roype and Alexandria, (who 
did, as all other Churches did, obſerve the Zords-day, but did uſe 
to Faſt upon Saturday,) did not uſe on Saturday (their day of faſt) to 
' Celebrate the Lords Supper (as on other days they did, as there was 
occaſion;) whereas other Churches (which did not uſe to fait on $a- 
turday) did (as there was occaſion) as well on that day, as any other, 
celebrate the Communion, from time to time. Surely you will not 
pretend (out of Socrates) that thoſe other Churches d1d not obſerve 
the Dominical day: For that is contrary to your wholeColle&ion. So 
that all this 1s but great Cry and /ittle ooh. How doth this prove that 
they did not obſerye the Lords-day ? Which you know they did. 

So that of all that we have heard hitherto, there 1s not one'alle- 
gation, that I can ſee, of any people, who (whateyer other days 
- . they did obſerve) did not obſerve the Lords-day.-- 

But you tell us a long ſtory, with your Deſcant about it, p. 106. 
and ſo onward to p. 116. as if the Obſervation of the Lords-day 
were not received in Sco7/and till the year 1203. becauſe of a Law 
then made tor:that. purpoſe (.yos think ) by the King and Parliament 
of  Scothond. Which I take to be much like to what you tell us elſe- 
where, Þ. 115, II7. of #0 Law for it in England by the- King and 
Parliament til Edward the Sixth's time.) And would have it 
thought, that, till then, the Saturday-Sabbath was there obſeryed. 
But this 1s to beg what you were to prove. If they dd not till 
then receive the Latile.de ( which I do not believe,) you ſhould 
have proved that they obſerved (before that time) any Sabbath at all. 
But,1in all your long Story, I do not find one word to that purpoſe .So 
that (for ought appears) the queſtion was not between Saturday-ſab- 
bath, and Sunaay-ſabbath ; but between Sabbath and No-ſabbath. And 
if you think 7h:s an honour to them that they were the laſt in this part - 
of the World, which admitted the Firſt dgy, p.111, 113. I do not take 
it to be atall an honowr, that till then 7hey had no Sabbath at all. 

I do not doubt, for my own part,but that when'they firſt received 
Chriſtianity, they did with 1t (as other nations-did) receive, 
the Lords-day. For whether Chriſtianity were in Scotland firlt 
Planted by the Weſtern Teachers, or (as you think p. 123.) 
by the Grecians, the Lords-day was obſerved by both : for Bough 
WT they 
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they differed as to. the point of 


 &ppe/atton to the Lords-day, but in concurrence with it. As, — 
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Eaſter, ( not whether it ſhould be 
oblerved or no, but oz what day it ſhould be obſerved) they did not 
differ as to the Lords-day ; but both agreed, as well hat it ſhould be 
obſerved, as on what day. And from whether ſoever of the two, 
the Scots received their Chri/tzanty, from the ſame ( 1 doubt not) 
they received alſo the Obſeryation of the Zords-day, which was 
common to both. p q 

But I do not think. 1t ſtrange at all, conſidering the temper of 
mankind, ( who are naturally more intent on things of this world, 
than on matters of Religion, ) that they might by degrees grow re- 
miſs*1n 1t, and the, thing be much negleed (as was the Jewiſh” 
Sabbath in Nehbemzab's time and long before.) And even where it 
is eſtabliſhed by Law, there '2s frequent occaſion of new laws to 
inforce and revive' the old ones from time to time : As in Zngland 
( we find) it hath been. 

And this I'ſuppoſe was: the caſe of Scotland at that time, and 
perhaps of Zng/and too ; that 1s, the Lords-day being too much 
neglected, and perhaps 1n ſome places diſuſed, needed a new Law 
for the better obſervation of 1t ; as was in MVeherniah's time for 
the Jewiſh Sabbath. But to think that the Saturday-ſabbath had * 
been tall then obſerved, and now to be chang'd for the, Lords. day, 
is a fanſy of yours, wzthout any foundation. If you would from 
hence prove any thing to the purpoſe, you ſhould have ſhewed, 
that, before that time, they had obſerved the Fewiſh Sabbath: But, 
of this, here is not the leaſt intimation in all that you produce. 

I have now conſtder'd your Coen (becauſe you thought it of 
concerament that I ſhould ſo do,) and have done it fairly, taking 
it juſt as you give it us, without ſo much as conſulting any of the 
Books which you cite (to ſee how fairly you have ranflated and 
repreſented what there you find :) which Books, if I had conſul- 
ted, I doubt not but I might there have met with much in atero- 
gation of what you would thence perſwade us. 

So that, upon the whole matter, there is nothing appears in 
your whole Colletion, but chat' where any Szbbath { or day of 


. Holy Reſt) was at all kept amongſt Chriſtians, the Lords-d4ay was 


there oblecved; and whatever 'other days were obſerved al{> ( as 
many were 12 many places, and ft11] are,) it was not any where in 


us, there be frequent Week-day Le&tures, and publick Prayers, for 
thoſe to repair to whoſe occaſions and opportunities do permit ; 


"and in Coleages, Cathedrals, and many other Churches and Chap- 
els, every day ; but no where in oppe/ition to the Lords-day. 
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It appecyy alſo, all along, from your own ColleQion, that ſrom 
the ficſt Century (in the Apoſtles time) to ths day, dies Dominicus, 
the Lerds-day ( or as you call it the Domznical day) is on all hands 
agreed to fignify zhe firſt day of the week, in contradiſtinion 
to. the Zewrſh Sabbath. 

And whereas you reproach ns ſfo-often with Rome, the Roma- 
niſts, the Roman World, Romiſh Traditions, &c. ( about 120 times 
or more 1h your Zxqurry, and very often, though not ſo often, in 
your Reply) as if the obſervation of the Zords-day, or as you cal! 
1t the Dominical Day, came onely from Romiſh Uſurpation (imps- 
img of Laws upon all the FYorld) "tis notoriouſly known that 7ena- 
tins, Polycarp, Fufim Martyr, Trenzus and others, were none of the 
Romiſh. Worl, , but Greek Fathers, and antecedent to the Romſh 
Uſurpation, which you own, (£Erg. p. 125) not tobe aſſumed in 
dryers Centuries ( divers hundred years ) after their time. 

"Tis manifeſt therefore (from your own Colle&ion) that the 
Lords-day, was the firft day of the week (not the ſeventh) and 1o 
repufed, and known by that name even 1n the firſt Century, where- 
in the Apoſtles lived, (and before St. John wrote the Revelation,) 
and hath been ſo reputed ever ſince, and as ſuch generally obſerved 
by Chriſtians wherever they obſerved any Sabbath at all : And 
( as you ſpeak Zn9. p. 93-) at Chriſtians in the World did apree, ( as 
well which was the Zords-day, as) which was the Sabbath ; and il 
not ſo, then (as p. 78.) a# Chriſtians hitherto in the world muſt be out 
in therr reckoning, (and to the ſame purpoſe” Rep. p. 3.) which if it 
be a good argument to prove that our Sararday 1s the Jews Sabbath, 
1t proves as wel that 0 Sunday, is the Lords-day. © 

but when TI ſay, it hath been generaly fo obſerved ; I do not 
mean it of every /zmgle perſon : ( For no deubt but that ſome perſons 
who call themſelves Erriftions. may be ſo profane as to Keep no 
Sabbath ; or ſo remiſs (as you ſpeak #7. p. 117.) as mo? much 
pf a aff : And that ſome others may have had ſome peculiar Whim- 
ies of their own :) But. no Church, or Society of Chriſtians ( that 
we know of) who kept any Sabbath ar all, who did not obſerve the 
Lords-day. _ E 

I have now done' with that point ( and ſhewed, I think, ſuffic1- 
ently) that the EO gs 1.10. is (as our Records and As 
of Parliament call it) the Lords-day, commonly called Sunday. 


And 1 ſhall here conclude that firſt point, to warrant our Obſer- 
vation of. that day, from thoſe. Many and Great Precedents that 
we have of ſuch Obſeryation, by Chrift and his Apoſtles, __ 

| _ | Chrt- 
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Chriſtian Churches, both in that age,. and ' ever ſince. 

By the Example of Chriſt, who on the day of his Reſurre#7ion 
(which 1s by all agreed to be 7he firſt day of the week) Preaching 
that doErine to the Yomen who came to the Sepulcher, and then 
to the two diſciples going to Emmaus, and Celebrating the Lords 
Supper with them ; and afterwards af/embling with brs Diſciples at 
Teruſalem, Preaching to them the ſame: doctrine, . .Reproveng their 
Unbelief, Confirming their Faith, Bleſſing their Aſſembly, Ordain- 
img them to the Office of Apotles (who before were D1ſciples) and 
g1ving them 7nſtrufions for Planting the Chriſtian Church in A/ 
Nations, of Gentiles as well as Jews. | - 

By his ſecond afſembling with them on'the_ next Lords day, ha- 
ving antermitted all the intermediate days, even that of the Zew:ſh 
Sabbath, ( as appears Joh. 21. 1, 14. where when after theſe things, 
he again ſhewwed himſelf to them at the Sea of T7 zberzas, 'tis hs 
noted, 7 his is now the Third time that Feſus ſhewed pmiſelf zo his 
Diſciples after he was riſen from the Dead; and therefore but 
zwice before, not on the Jew:ſh Sabbath which came between.) 
Which ſecond aſſembling was 1umployed in tuch Relzgrous Exerciſes 
as was the firſt. 

By the Miraculous Zfu/ion of the Ho/y-Gheft, with the Gift of ; 
Tongues, on the day of Pentecoft ( which was allo the fir/t day of the 
4week, being the morrow after the Sabbath,) when alſo, upon Peter's 
long Sermon, were added to the Church about three T houſand: ſouls. 

By St. Paul's Aſſembling with a /arge Congregation. of Diſciples 
then met at Treas purpolely to break bread (or celebrate the Lords 
Supper ) as being rhe firſt dey of the week (proper for ſuch religious 
exerciſe,) Preaching to them a long Sermon, and celebrating the 
Lords Supper with them. | ens | 

By St. Pan's DireQtions to the Churches of Ca/arza, and to thoſe 
at Corinth (who had their ſolemn Aſ/embhes,, or gathering together, 
m 10e name of our Lord Teſus, 1 Cor. 5. 4.) that on every firſt day 
of the week (x7 wiar ozCCd7oy) they ſhould have a Coltef7ron = the 
Saints,'i Cor. 16.1,2. Which doth ſufficiently intimate, on what day

| _ By St. Zohn's bejng in the Spirit on the Lords day, a day. at that 
i time known by that name, even before his writing the PRevel/atzon ; 

3 and both in zhat age and ever /ince (as Þpears from your own CoMe- 
ct10ns ). underſtood to be 7he firſt day bs the week, and obferved as 
- ſuch ; the Domnicgl day (as you tranſlate 1t) and the jir/t day of the 
week, being (to uſe your own language). by a//Chriftians im the world 
aken t o be the ſame: and was, as ſuch, fo 


emnly obſeryed,preſently 
after 
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after the Apoſtles time ( as well as in it ) as appears from Zenatins, 
Polycarp, T0 Martyr, Trenxus, and others, - who were none of 
the Romiſh Yorld, and lived before the Romiſh Uſurpation, which 
was not ( as you acknowledge) tor many ages after that time. 

And all theſe precedents ſo fully cleared from thoſe,/7tle excep- 
tions (1f I may fo call them) that I ſee no reaſon in the leaſt to 

ueſtion the matter of fat. Or if what [| think weak and /i72/ you 
Ak to begreat and momentous, I cannot help it. Let the Reader 
judge. 
BM what was . thus praiſed by Chriſt himſelf, and. by his 
Apoſtles, and by theſe cauſed to be -praftiſed in the Conſtitution of 
the Chriſtian Church, we have no. cauſe to doubt but that they had 
ſufficient authority for ſo doing. Otherwiſe we are at a lols as to 
moſt of what was done. by them. They did appoint Deacons in the 
Church of Jeruſalem, At. 6. And, becauſe they did it, we preſume 
they had authority ſo to do. Paul and Barnabas ordained Elders in 
every Church, 1n their progreſs Af. 14. (whether Deacons alſo in 
every. Church, or there onely where they ſaw occaſion, we cannot * 
tell.) And 7 imothy at Fobeſus, by Paul's direction, was to do the 
like there, as to Yz/bops ind Deacons, 1 Tim. 4. And 77s had the 
like order for Creez to ordamm Elders in every City, Tit. 1.5. And I 
nd a Biſhop there named, ver. 7. But whether Biſhop and Elder be 
there the ſame, or how they dzfer, I liſt not here to diſpute,becauſe 
it 1s nothing to the preſent purpoſe : But of Deacons I find there 
no mention. And becauſe theſe things were done, we preſume 
they had ſufficient authority ſo to ; though we do not find, 
from Chriſt, any expreſs Command in particular for each of theſe. 
And the like to the Corinthians for their Church Af/emblies, and 
therein for Zxcommunicating, or delivering to Satan, of the In- 
ceſtuous Corinthian. x Cor. 5.4, 5. And therr praftiſe 1s to us a ſuffici- 
ent warrant for ſo doing. And the like for their Celebrating the 
Lords-aay. .. ; | 3» 

Now when the Lords-day was thus celebrated by Chrift, by the 
Apoſtles, and by the Chriftzan Church then, as well as ever /ince ; and 
called iutze wenn the Lords day, juit in the ſame form as: Simmer 
xuezexsr the Lords Supper ; I think 1t, reaſonable to underſtand the 
ſame word 1n the ſame ſenſe as to both: And as /:imvoy wwerew'y the 
Lord's Supper (ignites the Feaſt or Supper, commanded by our Lord 
(meaning Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as faunader of the Chriſtian Religion ;) 
ſo tuige rveraxh the Lords day ſhould ſignify.the day commanded by our 
* Lord (inthe ſame ſenſe) though that command be not. parti warty 
recorded. Lake as we - may reaſonably ſuppole, that the Worſhip. 
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ing of God by Sacrifice (before the Flood ). was commanded, (be- 
cauſe it was accepted) though that command be not recorded ; and 
that the diſtinion between Clean and Unclean Beaſts was ( before 
the Flood) communded ( becauſe approved by God) though that - 
command. be not recorded; and that there was command (though 

not recorded) for taking the fire for mcenſe from the Altar , efle 
Nadab and Abihu would not have been ae/troyed for offtering-/trange 
fire ; and as (beſide Gods reſting Gen. 2. 2,3.) You do ſuppole Aram 
and Eve were commanded to reſt alſo, though that command be not 
recorded: So, we may reaſonably believe that the obſervation of 
the Lords day, was by our Lord commanded (becauſe ſo praftiſed 
by himſelf and the Ch riſtian Church) though that parzzcular Corm- 
mand be not recorded. And this, though not recorded, ſeems to have 
been then ſo well &nown, that it was recerved' without any ſcruple 
(that we find} as well as Baptiſm and the Lords Supper ; All he 
queſtion was, whether they muſt with PBapriſm retain Crrcumcr/ron; 
and the Jewiſh Paſi-over with the Lords Supper ; and, with the Lords 
day, the Jewiſh Sabbath alſo. All which points the Apoſtle leaves 
zndifferent as to the Fews (to whom they had been a LN that 

( 


* each one might practice according as they were perſwaded (and 
did himſelf comply therein; ) but not as to 7he Gentiles, to whom 
it had not been- a Law. = 


And this I think ſufficient as to the Obſervation of the Lords day. 


The next point 1s, Whether the Lords day, thus obſerved, ma 


be called a Sabbath... For that is the great ObjeQtion, If ſo obſerved, 


and wor? 70 be ſo obſerved, yet not upon a Sabbatical account, nor 
1s 1t ary where called 2 Sabbath. Rep. p. 37. 

Now 1f I ſhould admit (which Iamnor forward to do) what you 
have Pep. p. 50. that al Fudarcal Obſervations of Days , whether 
Fenſts or Faſts, Weekly, Monthly or * Annual, were called their Sab- 
baths : Or what you have £19. pr 93. hen Chriſtians do agree upon 
a day to aſſemble for the publick worſhip of God, there doth appear no 
great difference whether they Faſt or Feaft upon that day : We need 
not'be much ſolhcitous zbout the Name. For, at that rate, no doubt 
but this my be called a Subbarh. And accordingly, becaule the Paſs 
over and Pentecoft, are called *Feftivals, Lev. 23. you call them 
Sabdaths, Rep:p.ag7n + | TE 
But Tam not willing 6 admit that looſe acceptation of the Word: - 
but take 1t tobe a \Sabburh ih the proper ſenſe of the word Sabbarh 
m the Forrh Commandment : that is, the Seventh day of Ref next 
after Six day's of Labonif, 'Fot fo itis, if the Lords day be uly ob- 

erve 
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ſerved as it ought to be; and, as ſuch, 1s within the proſpe& of the | 
Fourth Commandment, what ever Name we call it by. For, in all 
the Precedents befere alleged, we do not find any other than Fe- 
ligionus Exerciſes therein performed, or what 1s conſiſtent with 
ſuch. And if your rule be good, to which you refer Z79. p. 47. 
de non exiſtentibus fy non apparentibus eadem eſt ratio: Or, what you 
would ſuppoſe, Rep. p. 33. that Paul's preaching in the Synagogue did 
comprehend his cen{cientions obſerving the whole Sabbath day : We 
are then to ſuppoſe as well, that 7he whole Lord's day was ſpent in 
Religious Exerciſes or Sabbatical impleyments, (ſuch as Praying , 
Preaching, Exhortattons, the Loras Supper, Collefttons for indigent 
Saints, and other Sabbatical Employments) fince no o7her appear. 
But I do allow that, becauſe of the Ambiguity which would a- 
rife if the Jewrſh Sabbath and the Chriſtian Sabbath were indifte- 
rently called by, the ſame name, without diſtinction ; therefore, by 
way of diſtinion from the Ferezſh Sabbath (which was common- 
ly underſtood by that name) the Chritzan Sabbath was commonly 
called { by a diſtinguiſhing title) 7he firf aay of the week, or the 
Lords day. And it you do not think fit to allow 1t the name of 
Sabbath, T ſhall be as well contented that you call 1t (as the Scrip- 
' tnre doth, and the Chriſtian Church ever fince) 7he Lord's day. 
YetT ſhall not preſently grant you, (as En. p 28.) that, i the O/d 
and New Teſtament the Firſt day is never called the Sabbath. For 
there be at leaſt two places in the New Teſtament that bid fair for 
it, if they do not certainly ſo ſignify. - 
One 1s that in «Mat. 24. 20. Pray that your flight be not in the 
Winter, nor on the Sabbath-day. TI know you would reſtrain this to 
the Jewiſh Sabbath onely, not extend 1t to that of the Chriſtians 
alſo: But it ſtands as fair for the Chri/i:an Sabbath. For it would 
beas well a grzef, to the ChriſizanFto fly on 7heir Sabbath, as for 
the es on 7heirs ; (though not a $7 1n either, in a caſe of ne- 
ceffity.) And though the Chr//tian Sabbath were not yet in uſe when . 
Chriſt /pake the words, yet it would be ſo before the caſe happened; 
and though the Diſciples at preſent might. not then be aware of 
that ſenſe, 1t would be time enough then to underſtand it, when 
there ſhould be occaſion for it. For ſoit was in many other caſes. 
As Joh. 2. 19, 21, 22. Deſtroy this Temple (faith Chriſt) and in three 
days 7 will raiſe it up; meaning it of 7he (9h of his body ; which 
though the diſcigles did not preſently underſtand, yet when he was 
riſen from the dead, his diſciples remembred that he had ſaid this unto 
them ; and then they underitood his meaning. And 70h. 13. 7. (Jeſus 
to Peter, about hace” Bl his feet, ) What 7 do, thou knoweſt not mw 
Al 
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but thou ſhalt know hereafter. And ver. 10, 11. Te are chan (ſaith 
Chriſt) but not all ;. For he knew who ſhould betray him, and there- 
fore ſaid Te are not all clean. So Joh. 19. 24. T hey parted my raiment 
among them, and for my velture they did caſt lots, and ver. 2.8, 29. of 
grving him gall and vinegar to drink,, and wer. 36. a bone of him ſhall 
not be broken, and ver. 37. they Pa look on him whom they pierced ; 
were 'not things ſo underſtood till long after they were ſpoken. 
And 7ob. 14. 26. Chriſt tells his diſciples, The Comforter, which is 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſhall Teach you all things and bring to your Remem- 
brance whatſoever { have ſaid unto you; and ſo bring to their Re- 
membrance, as that they ſhould then better underſtand them, than 
when they were firſt ſpoken. Accordingly when he bids them Pray 
that their zh? be not on the Sabbath ; that is, on ſuch a day as 
ſhall then be Sabbath, And in the Greek it 1s iv onfbary 0 8 Sab- 

- bath, not i» Tm onbbdry on The Sabbath. You make ſometimes a 
great matter of thedifterence between a and 7he, when you think 
it for your adyantage ; and you may as well take notice that the 
article The is here (in the Original) omitted; and a Sabbath ma 
as well relate to any Sabbath or day of Holy Reft, as tothe Jews 
Seventh-aay Sabbath. And I could cite to you the authorities (if 
that were the way of argument between you and me) of emzment 
Holy and Learned men, who think the Chriſtian Sabbath to be here 
meant, though the diſciples were not zhen awareof 1t, but ſhould 
be before the time came, And I do the rather take it ſo to be, be- 
cauſe. Chriſt bids them Pray that it ſhould x07 be on what ſhould 
then be their Sabbath. But it 18 notoriouſly known that it 47d hap- 
pen on the Jews Sabbath (though not on the Lord's day, or Chriſtian 
Sabbath,) and 1t doth not ſeem likely, that Chriſt would ba them 
Pray, againit what he knew was to come to paſs, but rather againſt 
what (upon ſuch prayer) they mh eſcape ; as accordingly they 
did, their flight not happening on the Chr//tian Sabbath. And it 1s 
noted by Do Caſſius who relates the Story, that their Super/titrous 
obſerving that day (fo as not to /abour on 1t, though in their own 
defenſe) was the occa/ton of its being on that day;; the Romans ( be- 
ing aware of 1t) making heir A//ault on that day. 

The other place 1s AZ. 13. 42. When the Fews were gone of 
the Synagogue, the Gentiles beſought that theſe words might be preach- 
ed to them the next Sabbath; (1o we tranſlate it;) It 1s 1n the Greek 
ets m7 %Ev oa5Camy, I remember you objeCt Rep. g, 79. that if the 
Chriſtians did obſerve 7he fir/t day of the week, Why did not the 
Gentiles deſire theſe words to be preached to them zhe next day, 
rather than 7he next Sabbath? meaning, the next Jewſh Sabbath. 
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- The Gentiles (you ſay) beſought that theſe words might be T4 
to them the next Sabbath ; not the next morning upon the Firſt aay 
of the week; but, the next Sabbath. Now, it ſeems to me wuch one, 
the next Sabbath (meaning the Chriſtian Sabbath, ) was the next aay, 
and that on /hzs day they did delire to hear further diſcourſe on the 
ſame ſubjeR. "Tis true that our Tranſlators render it barely, he 
next Sabbath; but they tell us in the Margin, that 1t 13 1n the Greek, 
in the Sabbath between; and {o it is, «« 73 wimiy oxcfanr. We are 
told ver. 14., that they (Paul and Barnabas) at Antioch 1n Piſiara, 
went mto the Synagorie Ty vuina ff onfburm; on the Sabbath day 
( where obſerve, that azcCam though in the plural number, doth ſ1g- 
nify not many but ove Sabbath-day ; for it 1s not «i mis iiggy, but 
Th iipg, i onCEdmrer, Contrary to your obſervation E77. P: =. 
where you ſay 1t 1s ze where ſo uſed ; which though you do re- 
traCt, Rep. p. 46. yet even here you be hankering upon 1t, that Z/- 
plural number-doth ordmarily ſignify More than one.) And, though 
but One day, 1t may. well be called julez # mbar (the day of 

Reſts) becauſe in that one day there were to be mate Reſts than * 
One ; a Reſt from Sin, a Reſt from Lahbowre of divers forts, from 
finding our own pleaſure, and ſpeaking our own words, and a holy Ref 
1n Religious Exerciſes, de/ighting of Sa inthe Lord, aud the like. 
Of their Sermon there (or as it is; there called. a YYord of - Exhor- 
tation to the people) we have a large account ending at ver. 41. 
And at. ver. 44. we have an. account of what paſled. on the next 
Sabbath, or t, c enſuing Sabbath, ms ext g onCCirw, OL Tl E044 
oxCCd7y (for 'tis read both ways to the ſame ſenſe,) meaning the 
next Few:ſh Sabbath (as appears by the Company there. preſent 
wer. 45- G&c.,) But.in the former of thoſe two Sabbaths when rhe 


Jews Were gone out of the Synagogue, or when, they were gone out 
of the Snagogue of the Jews. ( tor the Greek will indiftcrently bear 
either tranſ{latian) the Gentiles beſought that thoſe words might bc 
preached to T hem ( ſeparately from the Jews) «is 79 us m£0 oifCams 
on the Sabbath between, or on the intermediate Sabbath. For as 3 w«1Ev 
x&& doth 1n the Greek ſignify 7he intermediate time, or the time 
between; To T3 uilety odCtanv 1s the Sabbath between or the mtcr- 
meaiate. Sabbath. Now what can be that intermediate Sabbath ( be- 
tween 7w0 next Sabbaths of the Jews) on which they ſhould preach 
to the Genzles (in contradiſtinAion to the Jews) but the Chri/tian 
Sabbath on the day of the week. Which by our Tranſlators 1s 
well enough. rendered the next Sabbath (as being indeed the next 
day) with this note upon it, that (in the original) it is 7he Sas- 
bath between, And even upon the diſſolution of that firſt afſembly 
( when the congregation was broken up many of the Fews and religions 
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Proſelytes (not waiting till the next Jewllh Sabbath) followed Paul 
and Foroabailfor further inſtruion therein) who ſpeating(or preach- 
ing ) to them, perſwaded them tocontinue im the grace of God, ver. 4. 
So that here,T think, zhe fir ft day 1s again called the Sabbath; not the 
Jewiſh Sabbath, but the Sabbath beraveer two Jewiſh Sabbaths. 

And1 rake 1t alſo to be fo called in the Fourth Commanament, 
Remember to keep holy the Sabbath day, or the day of Reſt, that is 
ſuch day as from time to time ſhall be the ' Sabbath day. S7x days 
ſhalt thou labour and do all thy work ; but the feventh day (after thoſe 
fix days of labour) he Sabbath of the Lord thy Goa, This ſeventh 
day was (I ſuppoſe) at that time, the ſeventh day from the ft rain- 
ing of Manna, Exod. 16. 21, 2.2, 25,26. But that it was a/ways 76 
contznue 1n courle from the firſt raining of Manna, I do notfind; nor 
am I ſure that it did ſo continue even to our Saviours time, hut 
might be intermitted, and forgotten during the Babylonith Cap- 

* tivity, till it was again renewed by Nehemiah: And ih, upon our 
Saviours Refurre&ion, another day did thenceforth' Become the 
Sabbath (as I think it did ;) whatever day ſhould frone titne;to time 
become the Sabbath, that day they were to keep holy. And this 
without any change in the Commandment at all.- I ſu poſe you do 
allow that the Affirmative part of the Second Commandment doth 
require us to obferve Gods 1m/?izured Worſhip, ( or, that he ſhould 

' be worſhiped in ſuch manner as himſelf appoints,) 'and conſequent- 
ly, the Zevirical Prieſthood and Serjfer fo long as they ſhould con- 
tinue; as being Gods'7hen-nftituted Worſhip, as. oP 68: But 
when God, inſtead thereof, gave us a more” ſpiritual Mymſiry (as 
you own 1t to be;) That then ceaſed, and This began, to.be Gods 77. 

Attuted Worſhip, and did ( without any alteration af that Law at 

-all) fall under the Second Commandment, as,. before, the'6 ther did. 
In like manner, the ſeven/h Commandment, T hop half n03.,commist 
adultery, binds the Yoman to this Husband.; but it thighusband be 
dead and ſhe marry to another, the ſame .law (not oze.7e7 . or 7ittle 
altered) binds her to 7hzs other husband; as the Apoſtle. argues 
Rom. 5. 2, 3. For, though the Caſe be altered, the Law 1s, ſtll the 
ſame. And in like manner, if the Zords day become now the Chre- 
trans day. of. boly Reſt, (as we think it doth) this now 1s the Savbath 
of the Fourth Commandment, as much as the Seventh day from the 
firft raining of Manna was before. Like as the ſecond husbang (after 
the death of the firſt) becomes the Husband 1n Seventh Com- 
mangment, as much as the F7r/#.wwa.s while he was 1ving. Andithe 
Lergs aay 15 now as much the ſeventh day after the [ix days of Labour, 
; was that other from the firſt raining of Manna. But whether 
hs or that or. neither, be the ſeventh day mm caurſe from the ti/# 
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Creation;neither you nor I know; nor is it neceſſary that we ſhoule. 
As to what you objet hereupon ( Rep. p. 2, 3. and very olten 
afterward to'the like purpoſe) zf 7 do not know nor can know what 
day of the week Sunday is, why ſhould 7 write a book, for 1he obſerva- 
tion of a day which it is impoſſible to know ? My Antwer is, I know 
very well which day of our Week it 1s; and write for the obſerva- 
tion of ' 7h7s day : Fit what day of the week it 1s in a Corzinnual ctr 
culation of weeks from the Creation, I do not know (nor do you) and 
therefore for ſuch firſt or ſeyenth day, I do not write : and 1it you 
write for ſuch ſeyenth day, you write for you know not what. And 
I write for zhat Lords-day, which I take to be ſo 1n a continual ſuc- 
ceſſion from Chriſts time ; ſo far as that can be known : that 1s (as 
you ſpeak Rep. p. 3.) hat all Chriftian and Hebrew Churches in the 
Horld agree tobe it : Or (Eng. p. 78.) if all Fews and Chriſtians in 
the world be not out in their reckoning : Or if that be it, which you | 
ſay (Eng. p. 93.) all the Chriſtians im the World agree tobeit. Thar 
1s, fo far as we may truſt to an Unzverſal Tradition 1n a matter of 
fa&. ' For this Univerſal agreement, is but” Univerſal Tradition and 
no'more: And more than'this you cannot have, nor do pretend to 
have, 'for determining, which is your Seventh day. And therefore 
I did you no\wrong;im faying (Diſc. p. 1.) that you have #0 other way 
( than Common Tradition ) whereby zo gneſs which is the firſt or 
Seventh day in ſuch circulation Sev rin Chriſts time, (though when 
you ette my words, you think fit to leave out o7btr than commors 
tratitron.) So far as this can afſure us we are aſſured; but beyond 
this, neither you nor”'T/ can'be fure, which is the,day. Nor do[T 
chink it much'material, whether we be or be not miftaken therein, 
if weobſerye the day which is /o repazed. According as before I 
have ſhewed, of the Jews Paſſ-over and New-moons. For (accord- 
ing to the miethot' they are ſaid to have obſerved for determining 
the day of the /ero-MHoon, and conſequently the Day and Zonth of 
the' Paſs over, thereupon depending, v:z. by the firlt ſight of the 
Moon after the 'Change,) iv was a rare caſe ngt to miſs of the true 
day; (for 'tis very rare to {ce the Moor on the true day of the 
New-Moon ;), and, in caſe theFull-moon was near the Equinox, 
ir mine be equally uncertain, which was the Firft-onth : Yet the 
Paſt.over, and the New Moons, were Religiouſly. Obſerved, on the 
repurtd Day. of the reputed Month; and it was, I doubt not, as well. 
if on' the juſt day: and ſo would be our Lords day, if 


accepted as, if 0: 

poſſibly, we-ſhould'rm/-rake, in the common Tradition. And the caſe 
3s\ſuſt the' ſanie with you as with 1s, as to this point; for you a@ _. 
bIagfold in gue/fing which day is a ſeventh in courſe from the Cre- 
KEE L 2 ation ; 
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a:10n; and with more Uncertainiy,than we do in judging which is.the 
Lords day 1n a continual ſucceſſion from Chrifts 7imme ; of which. you 
tell us that a/l Ferws and Chriſtians in the World are agreed, which is the 
Dommicalday. And it is much more likely that our common tradi- 
tion, as to the Lords day, lince Chriſts time,doth not deceive us, than 
yours for the ſeventh day in courſe from the firſt Teation. For,by.your 
own conteſſion,no nation but the 7ews (if they) obſerved this ſeven7h. 
from the Creation ; nor yet (for ought appears) did even the Jews 
- reckon their time by weeks till after their coming out of Zgypr : 
Whereas, fince Chriſts time, and the planting of > riſtianity, 't1s 
the general way of reckoning every where; and if one nation. 
ſhould chance to 22/-7ake or ; Fe it, others would reClify it. 


This point being thus diſpatched; It remains to enquire, Whe- 
ther ( beſide-the Lords-day) we are to obſerve the Zewrſh Sabbath 
alſo. Be not offended (as ſometimes you ſeem to be Rep. p. 51-55.) 
that I call it the Zew?ſh Sabbath. For I find, you can alſo ſo call 1t; 
as Eng. p. 33. The Jews Seventh-day-ſahbath ; and p. 66. the Few!ſh 
Satbath ; and. p. 74. the Jewiſh Seventh-day ſabbath: and elſewhere. 
Nor do I mean any hurt in. ſo calling it; or thereby to. Reproach 
the day. For I would not Reproach, either C:rcumci/ion, or the 
Paſs over, or the Levitical Prieſthood, or any of the Sacryfices, or 
Ceremonies of the Ceremonial Law, which was 7hen the appointed. ' 
Service of God, though now it be not. I uſe it onely as a ai/n- 
tive name from that of the Loras-day. For I take this worw to. be a 
Sabbath day, and the Seventh day-ſabbath, (intended in the Fourth 
Commandment,) as much as the Jews. Seventh-day-Sabbath, her: 
was : that 1s { not onely 4 Seventh-day, as you uſe to diſtiaguiſh, 
but) 7 he ſeventh day after /ix days of Labour : Though poſhbly not 
the ſeventh in courſe from the #n/t Creation, nor perhaps the ſeventh 
in courſe from the jir/{ ramming of Manna. . | ans 

That the Lords-day, was,and 7s to be Obſerved; I think I have ſuf- 
ficiently ſhewed already. As to that other queſtion, whether the Jew- 
:jþ Sabbath ought to be obſerved alſo : You ſeem to anſwer for me, 
Eng.p.as. Nor are there two Weekly days ſet apart by God for holy Wor- 

P, and ſo I think this queſtion needs no further Labour. And Rep.p.33- 
{ know none has yet imaged that Paul and the Chriſtians kept two Sab- 
bath days in one Week, And yet again Rep.p.66. I 7ake as agreed, we are 
wor to keep two days in a Week. All okich are yourbwn words, 

But T think fit to anſwer it a little more diſtinAly. I would d1- 
ſtinguiſh between what is now our Daty, and what might /hen by 
the Jews /awfully be done. I do not think it is #ew ,our > xd

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( beſide Baprrſm:) to uſe Circumciſton ; or ( belide the. Lord's Sper ) 
to uſe the Jewſb Io over : YetTI think 18 zhen was lawful tor a 
Jew to uſe both (1f t 
ure, they ſhould come better to underſtand their Chriftian Liberty. 
Whach your ſelf, I think, will not deny. But I do not think 
The Fews ( and much leſs the Gentiles) to be under an Obliga- 
tion {o to do. And I ſuppoſe you do aftow this alfo ; For you think 
(Eng. p. 122.) that Paul did keep the Jewiſh Faſs-over, but{p. 123.) 
that he was under no Obligation ſo to do. 

And I take the caſe of the Zewyſh Sabbath to be juſt the ſame. 
Thoſe of the Fews who were zealous of 7he Law, thinking the Mo, 
ſaick Law was yet 1n force as to Czrcumer/ion aud other Rites as 
well as to 7herr Sabbath, did think themſclves obliged (though in- 
deed they were not, otherwiſe than by the miſtake of an Erroncous 
Conſcience) to obſerve Circumc:i/ton and therr Sabbath, together with 
Baptiſm and the Lords-day. And thoſe who did not think them- 
ſelves ſo Obhged, did yer think it Lawful ſo to do, (as is undeniable 
in the Caſe of Paul.) And it-was not only Zawfu/ but Commenas.- 
ble, to take the opportunity of a publick Concourſe whether of Jews 
or Gentiles, as Rb that as on any other day,to preach to them the 
Goſpel of Chriſt. For ſo we find they did, not onely on the Sabbarh, 
but daily im the Temple, AF. 2.46. At, 5.4.2. and in the Market aaily 
AF. 17. 17. and 7 Areopagus, oreMars-h1H, ver. 22. And no man 
doubts, I think, ( or need +58 ) but that we may lawfully meet on 
other days than the Lords day for the' Yorſhip. of God. 

You tell us-indeed. Z7g. p. 121. that on the other ſix days we 
are Commanded to Labour ; and complain. p. 131. (as an 1ncroach- 
ment on our working time} that Zhrs part of the Fourth Command

much laid aſide (by appointing the Service of God on ſome of thoſe

15,17. who. owns that: zhere 1s no. other God in all the earth but the 
God of Tſrach, and would: thenceforth, offer neither burnt-offerings 
nor ſacrifice to any other God, but unto the LO RD (Jehovabh.) And 
I ſee _no cauſe to, queſtion 1t, but that many others. of thoſe who. 
were Proſelyti Porte, though nor. Proſelyt:i Faderis ( as they uſe to 
be diſtinguiſhed ) were;gaud men, and wor(biper.s of the true God, and; 
members of Gods vile Church, though not of the Jewiſh Church. 
Such I ſuppoſe was the Centurion Luk. 75. who though he /oved their 
Nation built them a Synagague, ver.s. yet was not of the 7eawſh 
CBarch, as. appears ver. 9. { haue not found fo great faith, n» not in 
4ſrael. pr 1s' manifeſt in Corne/zus: Who was @ devout 
man, and one that feared God, and all his houſe, AQ. 10. 2. (and, a- 
mong{ſt the reſt, þ:s 70 POOR ſervants, and the devout ſouldter who 
warted on him, that were ſent for Peter, ver. 7.) with many. of his. 
kindred and near fricuds, ver. 24, 33, 44, 46; and was one whoſe 
Prayers were, heard and is ahns were had in memorial before God, ver. 
4, 31. a juſt man, and one that feared God, and (though not a Jews) 
of good report amaug allthe nation of. the Texws, ver. 22. and wy, Was.

Mult we All be exclu- 
ded from the the number of Gods people ? I ſhould have thought, 
that, when you complain of vfeats, and carrying it High, which 
( you ſay} you 1nch di/like, becauſe you are perſwaged that many of 
both ſides (whoever do miftake ) do conſcientionſly mitzake + you would 
have had ſo much charzy for us, as to think ſame, of us may yet be 
God's People ; and ſo much modeſty as to think the miftake may 
poſlibly be on your ſide, rather than on the whole body of Chriſti- 
ans (' ſome very few excepted ) who Religiouſly obſerve the 
Lords-day. pPERs 


But whatever thoſe Jews or Fudaizing Chriftiang did pretend; as if 
Salvation were not to be had out of 'the Jewiſh Church, (ag being 
the whole Church of God) and therefore, the Gentiles, it they ex- 
eed Salvation muſt firfſtby c:reamci/ion be! brought within the pale 
of that Church,*(and confequently obnoxious to the whole Moſaick 
Law, Gal. 5. I ec Apoſtles doftrine was otherwiſe, that the 
. pale was now taken Ys the imchoſure laid open and'diſparked, the 
wall of partition broken down, and what advantages had before. been 
peculiar to the Jews, were now in common to Gentiles allo, without 
becoming members'of the Jewiſh Church. And therefore he doth

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exhort them to ſtand faſt in the liberty wherewith Chriſt had made 
them free, and not to be intangled with the yoke of bondage to the 
Jewiſh Church, Gal. 5. 1, What was before a /ig#2 or mark, of dt- 
'flinffion between Jew and Gentile, being now at an end at lealt as 
to the Gentiles, however the Jews might yet be permzzted, 1t yet 
unſatisfied, to continue their former practiſe; without impoſing 
it on the Gentiles, (to whom before 1t had not been a law: ) And 
the ſame was the fenſe of the Synod of Jeruſalem, AQ. 15. andot 
Fames with the brethren AQ. 21. 17. 
Now I ſuppoſe you will not ſay, that the Genzz/es, before this 
time, did Key the Jewiſh Sabbath, (ſo that, to them, it was a 
new thing, ) For you tell us again and + 2a that they (al nations, 
Rep. p. 74.) worſhiped the Sun upon Sunaay ; their day of Worlhup 
({uch as 1t was) was on another day. 
And, though I am not of your opinion, that they did ( any of 
* them) worſhip the Sun «por Sunday any more than on another day, 
or that the name of Sunday (or of the other week-days) was then 
known : Yet I do believe they did not obſerve the Fewzfh Sabbath ; 
becauſe this was a /iz# of a perpetual Covenant, between God and the 
Children of Tſracl, Exod. 31. 16, 17. (as, in a peculiar manner, 
Zherr God, 1n contradiſtinftion to other Nations, ) as was Circum- 
ci/ion, a /i2® or token of ſuch Cavenant between God and the ſeed of 
Aoraham, Gen. 17. 9, 11. And though you are not willing to un- 
deritand it of God and the Children of 1ſrael ( though it be expreſly 
{aid ſo, in thoſe very wards, between. me and the Children of 1ſracl) 
but 2e/ween God =F his People ( from the beginning of the world to 
the end thereof, ) Yet when you docontend allo that 7415s people were 
then zhe whole vi/ible Church ; it but a diſtintion between God and 
his people, you mult admit that the Gentiles ( who were then no? a 
people, 1 Pet. 2. 1c. or uot his people, Rom. 9. 25, 26.) did nat ob- 
ſerve it, (elſe how could this be a /izn, or zoken of diſtindion, even 
between God ane his people ?) So that the Fewrſh Sabbath was to 
them, a new thing. , Andyour ſelf own it ſo tobe Rep. p. 51. That 
it was then New to the Heathens 1 agree, be your own words. 
Now, as to ſuch ew. hzngs to be introduced on, the Gentiles, 
from the Jn Church, we find it reſolved on a ſolemn Argu- 
ment, 'by the Synod a TW On, ACt. 15. not: io put a yoke upon the 
neck of the diſciples, which from the. Gentiles are Turned unto Gd, 
ver. Io, 19. {7 ſeemed good (ſay they) unto the Holy GhoFt and to.us, 
| £0 lay upon you no greater burdens than thoſe neceſſary-things, That ye 
abſtarn from meat offered to 1dols, and: from blood, and from things 
Jtrangled, and from fornication frem Which if ye keep yaur /« iy * 
| | ars. 
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ſhall ao well, ver. 28, 29. But there 1s nothing of the Fewtiſh Sab- 
bath amonglt theſe neceſſary 7hings. And to the ſame purpoſe, 
Fames and all the Elders, aflembled at Feruſalem, AQ. 21.18. where 
they tell Paul, that many thouſands of the believing Fews, who were 
all zealous of the Law, had been mmformed, that he taught all the 
Fews which are amongſt the Gentiles to forſake Moſes, ſaying, T hat 
they ought not to circumciſe their children, neither to walk after the 
Cuſtomes, ver. 20, 21. ( of which Cftomes, that of the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath was certainly ohe.) And do adviſe him ( for the removing 
of that prejudice, and acquitting himſelf from that falſe informa- 
tion ) to purify himſelf together with four men which had a Yow on 
them, to ſhew that bimſe} (being a Jew ) 47d walk orderly and keep 
the Law, ver. 23, 24. But as touching the Gentiles which believe 
(ſay they) we have written and concluded, that they obſerye uo ſuch 
thing, ſave onely that they keep themſehues from things offered to tals, 
and from blood, and fram things ſtrangled, and from fornication, ver. 25. 
Why- theſe particular things were infiſted on as nece//ary at that 
ſeaſon, I liſt not now to diſpute, becauſe I would not ſuggeſt new 
matter of diſpute between me and you, (which yet I his, 1s there 
intimated, at A. 15. 20, 21. compared with Gen. 9. 5. which was 
a precept ancienter than Crrcumc/ton, and the Moſarck Law.) But 
here is no mention. of the Jew!ſh Sabbath, as neceſ[ary to the Gen. 
tiles, in either place : which certainly would have been, if neceſla- 
ry for them to obſerve ; it being to them a new thing, out of he. 
law of Moſes, and which was before a diſtintive /x2n. or tobe 
peculiar to them, and not obſerved by any other. And certainly as 
con/tderable (1f not more ) than abſtaining from things ſtrangled, aud 
from blood; which perhaps You do not think to be wow neceſlary. 
You'll ſay perhaps, that nezther 1s there mention of the Lords. 
dey. True : nor yet of Baptiſm, or the Lords Supper, nor of 
ordaining Elders im every. Church - Becaule theſe were Chr:{tian 
znſtitutions ; and no part of what was there in queſtion. For 1t was | 
not doubted whether the Chriftian Gentiles ſhould obſerve the 
Chriſtian 1nſtitutions ; but, whether (with them) they were bound 
to obſerve alſo the Moſarck Law; for that was the point then in. 
queſtzon, A. 15. 1,5, 6, 24. There roſe up certain.of the Set of the. 
Phariſees, which believed, ſaying,-T hat 11 was needful to. circumciſe 
them, aud. to command them to keep the Law of Moſes. And the. 
Apoſtles and Elders came together to conſider of This Matter, { not. 
about the Chri/#ian Inſtitutions) Where, by the Law of Mefes, 1s. 
nat meant onely, what was #ew/y appointed by Moſes, after therr. 
coming out of Egyp! ; but it looks back as. far as Circumcr/ton 
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( which was older than Moſes) and to the Law given to Noah con- 
cerning Zlod ; and, I ſuppole, the Law of Sacrifice ( which was 
older than either :) For all theſe (ſo far as they were new to 
them ) came to the Gentzles as from Moſes, that is, from the Jew?fh 
Church conſtituted by Moſes, and therefore 1s called the Law of 
Moſes. And, of all that js here enjoyn'd on the Gentiles out of 7hzs 
Law Moſes, the Jewiſh Sabbath 15 no part. my 
Now thas, I think, (as ſometimes you ſpeak) poes a grea? way 
m the caſe. You do not pretend ( for ought I ſee) that any other 
nation than the Jews (and their Proſelytes) did then obſerve the 
Jewiſh Sabbath: For you grant 1t ( Eng. p. 26. Rep. p.52.') tobe a 
diRtimtriue mark, or ſign, it not between God and the Chilaren of 1/- 
rael, at leaſt between God and his _ which people, I preſume 
you do not take to be:the Uncorverted Feathens ; and thertore not, 
by them, obſerved.) 'Tis true that the Heathens did #zow of the 
Jewiſh Sabbath, and of their Circamcy/ton too ; but they did equal- 
ly acſpiſe -both, (Recutirague Sibbata' pallent,) not "obſerve either. 
And therefore, if 1t were now to be newly 1mpoſed upon them, 
*zis much that it ſhould not be. recommended as one of thoſe ne- 
cefſſary things which it was fit for them to obſerve, as well as 
abſtinence from Blood, and thinzs FHirangled. Which when we find it 
was not, I think we have reaſon to conclude, that though the Jews 
were permitted to continue the praCtice of 7 hat, and of C:renti/ion ; 
= neither oe nor the other to be 7mpoſed upon the Gentiles; who

other ; as they had the Zords Supper inſtead of their Paſs-over,and 
a more excellent Miniſtry inſtead of the Levitical Prieſtbood.

; =p), rn (the ſeventh day after fix days of labour, as 1s the Lords 
day ) but ' the Fewiſh Sabbath ( the ſeventh day from the firſt rain- 
ing of Manna, or that of the Jewiſh week ) being 72poſed upon ' the 
Gentiles together with that of the Lords-dap. | 
And therefore when you ſay ( Rep. p. 52.) that 7 there make the 
| Sabbath aboliſhed; 1t is your miſtake. This ſeventh-aay Sabbath 
(thofe were my words, Dzſc. p. 60.) for which you vleafe to put 
abſolutely 7he Sabbath, (as though I would have no Sabbath to be 
now obſerved,) hich ſeventh-aay Sabbath' (you own Eng. p. 26.) 
io be "fer for ever between him and his people, to Diftineuſh his 
people from others (which are your own words,) hat 7s, (hay , Not 
as your words, but as my own, the people of 7ſrael from other na- 
rions ; ant, ſo to be a Sign for Ever, as Circumciſion 1s an Everlaſting 
Covenant. Becaule ( in the place by you there erred, Exod 3x. 17)

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it 1s expreſly ſaid, 77 7s a /ign between me and the Children of Tſrael 
for ever. But 1t by the Children of {ſrae! ( as you now tell us) you 
do not underſtand the Children of 7ſrael, I cannot help it. T hope

others, to be between Fews and Gentiles ; and that, a Sipn for ever, 
and a perpetual Covenant, T underſtand in the ſame ſenfe as when 
Circumciſion 1s called an Ever loſting Covenant Gen. 17. 13. And 
what 1s there ſaid of Crrcumcri/ton (ver. 11.) 2t 1s a token ofthe Cove- 
nant between me and you, that is (ver. 9.) hou and thy ſeed after 
thee m their generatrons, is the fame (as to the ſeed of Abraham) 
with what 1s here ſaid of his ſeventh-day Sabbath (as to the Chil.

Te ſhall obſerve this thing for an ordinance 10 thee and to thy Sons 
for ever that 1s, ſo long as this Oeconomy or Adminiſtration 
ſhou]d continne.

He that regards @ day, regardeth it to the Lord ; and 
he that regardeth not the day, to the Lord be doth not regard :t : Do 
you think this to be meant of worſd:ping the Sun upon Sunday ? (as 
you would infinuate Rep.p.4.3:4.5- If it. be meant of a weekly reſt, you 
lay,t 75 direfted there,not to reſt uponSunday nvhich. was obſeryed by the 
Heathens in honour. of the Sun,) Do you think.that, they who wor- 
ſhiped the, Sun upon Sunday, did regard the day 10 the Lord? 1 think 
not; nor was the like permi/zon to be allowed to ſuch, as here the 
Apoſtle doth allow. He doth elſewhere forbid the eating of things 
effered to 7dols ; do you think he would allow them to worſhip 7 
Sari npon Sunday ; and: not to be cenſared for ſo doing? It mult be 
'therefore meant of ſuch Ozſervance.as was allowable,” and of: ſuch 
a-day for which there might be ſome pretenſe even to Chritians (ut 
:Ferws) and ſuch as was to be obſerved our of. rherr own land, and not 
confined to Jeruſalem or the holy land. Which therefore I take 
to be meant of the Jewiſh Sabbath; which might be Obſervea, 
but not Jmngoſed, | | | 

Which alſo anſwers All your Allegations, which you often 1nſiſt 
on, of Pau/'s going into the 7 emple, and the Synagogue, on the 
Sabbath-day. For he might ſo as welbon that, as on any other 
day; and he did fo on o7her days and 1n other places, where he had 
the opportunity of a concourſe of People; as I ſhewed you fully, 
Diſc. p. 50, $I, 52,53, $4- that I need not again repeat it. And tis

Much to the ſame purpoſe 1s his do&rine to the Gal/at;ans ; ſave 
that here he ſeems much warmer. He calls it preaching another Goſ- 
bly, and perverting the Goſpel of Chriſt, and doth anathematize, or 
pronounce them accar/ſed. who, ſhall fo. do, Gal. 1. 6,7. 8, 9. and. 
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wiſheth thoſe cut off, who trouble them, Chap. y. 12. by endeavon- 
ring to bring the Gentiles, under the Moſaick Law. He was con- 
tenred to indulge the Fews as to 7heir own praffice, ( which was 
the cale of the Jews at Rome; ) but when they would not be con- 
tented therewith, but would bring it as a yoke upon the Gentzles 
alſo, he will by no means admit it. For though the Bleſſing of A- 
braham were to come upon the Gentiles, Chap. 3. 14. yet not the Sign 
or mark of Diſtintion ; there being now no difference between the 
Circum:ifton and the Uncircumciſion, the Few and the Greek ; which 
he repeats three times in this ſhort Epiſtle to the Galatians, Chap. 
3-28. Chap. 5.6. Ch. 6. 15. And that this is the main buſrneſs of 
this Epiſtle (to arm them againſt thofe who would bring-1n Cir- 
cumci/ton and the Moſaick Law ) is ſo obvious that none-who reads 
the Epiſtle, with attention, can doubt of it. Nor can it be thought 
that it was the Gertz/es intereſt thus to introduce the Law; but the 
Jews and PFudaizing Chriſtians ; who would conſtrain them to be 
circumciſed, that they might glory im their fleſh, Chap. 6. 12, T3. 
Where though Circumci/ien be mentioned as the chief Baape 5 yer 
this was to make them debrors to the:while Law, and obnoxious te 
it, Chap. 5.3. And amongſt thoſe beggarly elements, whereunto 
they deſire to be in bondage, this 18 reckoned as one great inſtance, 
ye obſerve days and months and timers and' years ; for which he ſays 
F am afraid of you leſt I have beſtowed upon you labour irs vain, _ 
4 9, 10. 11. In thag to the Romans he fpeaks but of a'day, which 
was there in queſtion, (which I take to be' the Jewiſh Sabbath, as 
contradiſtinQ from the Lords-day ; ) here he puts in days and weeks 
and months and years ; not as if (in Galatia) there were occaſion 
for thoſe other times ( out of the holyland ;) but becauſe there was 
the ſame reaſon of all the Moſaick times ; And if thts day ( of 
which then the doubt might be') were thus tobe brought upon-the 
Gentiles, they might by the ſame” reaſon bring upon them all the 
Teſt; for T7 teſtify Fich he to every man who 19 ciroumcifed (and 
thereby put under par? of that Law ) that he ts debtour-to the whale 
Zaw; and he that ſubje&s himſelf to one of thoſe days, 18 equally 
obnoxious to all thoſe days and-weeks and months and years. And 
if this ( of the ſeventh day from the firſt raining of Manna m con- 
tradiſtintion to the Lords-day) were one of thoſe, this (though not 
particularly named ) comes under that general.

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The Saints and. faithful brethren in Chriſt which are at Coloſſe, 
ſeem ( you ſay). 7o be converted Heathens, and I ſuppole many of 
them were ſo, . but there were 1t ſeems, amongſt them, ſome Fudai- 
zimg Chriſtians. And Paul warns them ( you By) to beware lef? any 
man ſpoil them through Philoſophy and vain Deceit ; which. you take 
to, be-P/atonick Heathen Philoſophy ; but I take it rather to be the 
Fewyſh Philoſophy,: or the doctrine of the Jews; becauſe of the 
words that next ioHow, after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the World, awd not after Chrift. Which I take to be a con- 
tradiſtinftion of the Zewiſh doEtrine, to the Chri/tzan dofrine.; and 
I ſo think becaufe all. the particulars there mentioned (meats, 
drinks, Feftruals, New-maons, Sabbaths, ver. 16.) were Jewiſh Tra- 
aitions :. And ſuch are thoſe rudiments of the world, ver. 20, 21. 
Touch not, taſt not, handle not. And at ver. 11. the Circamc:i/ion of 
Chriſt made without hands, 1s put 1n oppoſition to the Jewiſh Cr- 
eumciſion ( which was no part of Heatheniſh Worſhip) in room of * 
| - which we have Yeptiſm, ver. 12. and all this in. purſuance of 
Chrifts bhlottie * out the hand-writing of Ordinances ver. 15. and 
nailing. it 1 Croſs ; meaning, the. Moſaick Ceremonial Law ; 
Chriſt being the Body of which thoſe were but the ſhadows, v. 17. 
.In all es Tom I ſee no mention of the Philoſophical Heatheniſh world, 
but of the. Jewiſh onely. And though the Heathens had alſo ſome 
. Feftvals, 1 do#not remember. that I haye any where found that 
their F eltivals were wont to. be called Sahþaths. You take, 7he Ru- 
ments. and Elements of the HYorld,.to be the rudiments.or faſt 
reaching of the Heatheniſh, Forld ; but 'tis plain. to be meant of the 
Fewiſh World ( as 1 ſhewed you but now frbm. Gal. 4. 3.) thoſe Ra- 
diments or Elements under which Paul was, before . the fullneſs of 
time was come ; which were ( not the Heatheniſh, but). Zew:ſh E- 
Jements.., And that you may not.think it ſtrange that the' Zew!ſh 
PM ſhould be called the Jew1 Philoſophy >, you may conlider 
'that the name of Philoſophy was wont to be NJ Aied'to the ſeveral 
ſorts'of dottrines or ways of teaching or wifdom of ſeveral ſes 
or nations wherein they differed from one another, ( as. the Philo- 
ſophy of Zeno, Plato, Ariſtotle, the Greeks, the Romans, and lo the 
Fews or Hebrews.) And thus Clemens Alexandrinus in his Stroto- 
rata diltinguiſheth the Phi/oſopby of the Greeks,” from the ginengia 
T@v. bercedpar the Philoſoph 7 - Zhe Barbariatts, meaning that 
of the Fews, from whoſe Philoſophy he ſhews the Greeks had bor- 
rowed much of their Learning. As before I ſhewed you Diſc. p. 55. 
So that, to me.it ſeems clear to be meant, not of any. Heathen Philo- 
ſophy, but the'Philoſophy, "Wiſdom, or Learning of the Jews, 5 
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Fewiſh DoFrine' as contradiſtinguiſhed to- that of Chriſt, | 

You tell us Rep. p. Fn that beſide the ſeventh-day Sabbath the 
Yews. had at leaft three Feſtivals or Sabbaths ; The tealt At 1he Paſs- 
over, LEY. 23.4, 5. The ac of Pentecoſt, fifty days after the Tafs- 
over, Ver. IF, 16. ( But that's a mrltake, not Fly days after the Paſs- 
over, but fifty days after the Wave-effering,) which rwo are (indeed 
called Fe/tzvals, (1n the place by you cited) but not Sazbbaths: And 
the ſabbath of years, Lev.

_ Your former Exception ( becauſe of axCCorar here wſed in the pln- 
ral number ) that oz&cam in the plural number doth never ſignify the 
Sabbath-day, but onely, axc&zny 11 the ſingular ; you now find to be a 
miſtake, and own that oxCCam 1n the plural number is ſometimes 
uſed for one Sabbath-day. But I ary to inform'you further that odCCa]a 
in the plural number, 1s not once or twice, but moſt frequently fo , 
uſed by the Sepruagints (in their Greek Tranflation of the Old Te- 
itament, eſpecially of the five Books of Mofes ) whole Language the 
New Teſtament doth uſe to folloy.

Gentiles in com- 
mon. Ls he the God of the Fews onely ? Ts he not alſo of the Gen- 
tiles ? Tes, of the Gentiles alſo, Rom. 3.29. There 1s no difference 
between the Few and the Greek : For the ſame Lord over alt, ts rich 
unto all that call upon him, Rom. 10. 12. Are we better than they ? 
No,in no wiſe, Rom. 3. 9. Cometh this bleſjedneſi upon the Circumciſion 
onely ? or upon the Uncircumciſion alſo ? Tes, upon them alſo ; ver.29. 
For Faith was reckoned to Abraham for righteonſneſs; not when he 
was in Circumciſion, but in Uncircumci/ton ; that he might be the Fa- 
ther of alt that believe, though they be not circumciſed, Rom. 4. 9, 10, 
11. Circumci/ton is nothing, aid Oeireangei/iow 7s nothing, 1 Cor. 7. 
19. So Gal. 3.28. Gal. 5.6. Gal.6. 15. and to the ſame purpoſe elſe- 
where. In which places, and others to the like purpoſe, though 
Circumciſion be mentioned as the diſtinQtive Character, yet it is 1n- 
tchded as a comprehenfive Word of the whole «Meoſaick Law 1o 
far as 1t was peculiar to the Jews, as appears A. 1x. 1. Except ye 
be circamcifed after the manner of Moſes; And ver. 5. necdful to 
circumciſe them, and command them*to keep the law of Moſes. And 
ver. 2.4. muſt be circumciſed and keep the Law. And Gal. x. 3. he 
that is circumciſed 1s a debtor to do the whole law : And Chap.6.13.the 
Apoſtle complains of 1t, as incongruous, to preſs Circumt!/ion,with- 
out an obligation to the whole Law ; (for neither they who are 
circumciſed keep the Law ;) intumating a /ike obligation to both, and. 
a /ike exemption from both. And therefore exhorts them to Aland 
faſt m the liberty wherewith Chriſt hath made them free, and (after 
ſuch freedome”') no? 16 be again: intangled with the yoke of bondage, 
Chap. 5. 1. And, in like manner, thole at Jeruſakm, A. r5. ( lince 
that Goa, ſay they, hath put no difference between us and them ) con- 
clude not #0 put a. yoke on: the neck of the diſciples, but onely thoſe 
neceſſary things (oi which the Jewiſh: Sabbath ts none,) ver.

conſideration : Which 'makes me doubtful, that ich Sabbath had 
not been obſerved'during that Interval, or_ had long before this 
time been negle&ted and the day forgotten. | 

But. after 1ſrae! came ont of Fgypt it 1s agreed, that God gave 
them a Sabbath, ( whether then xew, or then renewed, 1 liſt not to 
diſpute,) And,that her 1t was the ſeventh day m courſe from the firi? 
raining of Manna,l think 1s agreed alfo.. Whether this from the fir f# 
raining of Manna, be alſo the ſeventh m courſe from the firi# Creation, 
neither You nor I know, norany Man elſe. We may 7hz#& 1t 1s, or 
we 7hink 1t is not, but we cannot #7vw it : We have no Ford for 
it; and you bring nothing to prove 1t but dark ConjedZures, The 
word San##ify doth not neceflarily /zenify to [nftitnte, but to Cele- 
brate, and,in the Fourth Commandment,the ſame word (a9) and 
1n the ſame Confugation, 1s indifterently applied to God and to Mar 
(Exod. 20. 8, 1 1. ) but Man did nor Tyre That God did Bleſs 
and Sanfify, that is, by ſome Bleſſed AF he did ſpecially ſignalize 
that ſeventh dap ( the jr f# day on which he did not.create,) 1s very 
clear ; And fo he did the firiZ day of Chrift's ReſurreFion ; declaring 
mightily our Lord Zeſus Chrift to be the Son of God by the Reſurrettion 
from the dead, Rom. 1. 4. which day Chrik did Celebrate, with hits 
Pifciples, »nore than Once, ( and they often afterward; ) which yet 
you will not allow to be an 7nftzraurron. And what you urge, that 
{at Exod. 16.) we have'no Ford that the day was chanzed, you 
pleaſe your ſelf with putting Two Queſtions into One ( as oft you 
do)and then putting the Proof on the wrong ſide ; That it was 7her 
on the Seventh day from the fart razning of Hanna you cannot a : 
64: ut 
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but whether ſo from tbe firfZ Creation 'tis You are to prove. The 
Point 1s clear on Our fide, the Doubt is on Yours. "Tis you are 
to bring a Hord to prove, that a day was before obſerved, and that 
it 1was the ſame. | | 

You thank it ftrange that I ſhould take this (from the fir Z raining 
of Manna) to be a new Zpoche (or time to reckon from, ) and nor 
a continuation of the old. My Reafon for it, is becauſe I-think 
that the ſeventh in courſe from the firf# Creation, had either not 
been obſerved at all, or had long before this time been forgotten. 
And I gave you this further Reaſon fot it, becauſe (Saturday) the 
day next before the Raining of Manna, ſeems not to have been 


a Sabbath (as 1t ought to have been if this were a continuation of 
a former courſe of Sabbaths) for, on that day, the Quails came up * 


and covered the Camp, and they were not forbid to gather them, 
Exod. 16.8, 13. but on (Saturday) he ſeventh day after, they are 
forbid to gather Manna, becauſe it was the Sabbath, ver. 5,22,23,25, 
29. Which ſhews a manifeſt diflerence between thoſe two Satur- 
days. And that they did aQtually gather the Quails that day, ap- 
pears Numb. 11. 31, 32, where 'tis expreſlly ſaid, That they gathered 
Quazrls, all that day, ( that is, all the remainder of that day next be- 
fore the raining of Manna,) and all that night, *nd all the next day. 
That the ſeventh day. Sabbath from the Creation, if at all ob- 
ſerved at firſt, might in the ſpace of 2500 years came to be negleCt- 
ed and forgotten, / 1s not ſtrange, if we confider that the Paſs-over 
had ſo been from the days of King So/omen to Hezehkiah's time ; and 
the Feaſt of 7abernacles, from the days of Foſhnah the ſon of Nun, 
till the days of Nehemzab ; and 1t this ſeventh day from the fir? 
Creation came once to be forgotten, it could not be reſtored again 
( without a Miracle ) as thoſe other Feaſts might; and mult there- 
fore be thenceforth no more obſerved, or elfe from ſome new begin- 
ning. And that there might be ſuch new Beginning (as from the firit 
raining of Manna ) is not ſtrange, ſince we ſee the ſame as to the 
Beginning of the Tear, Exod.12.2. This month ſhall be unto youthe be- 
gnnimg ff months it ſhall be the firf# month of theTear to you. At what 
Month they did before begin their Year, is not certain ; but from 
thenceforth it was to begin at the Month 44:b or A7ſan. So neither 
3s it certain on what day they did before begin their Feek (it at all 
they hadWeeks)but from thenceforth they were to begin 1t from the 
ſeventh day from the firſt raining of Manna:but, from what part of that 
day, it is not ſaid. *T1s therefore incumbent on You to prove (if you 
can) that (notwithſtanding theſe preſumptions)a weekly Sabbath was 
before obſerved, and juſt upon that day, and that it did begin yuft af Sun- 
[et. Q 2 | Your 
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Your next Step, 1s, That this Seventh-day Sabbath” of the Zews, 
was (before the entrance of Sin) given in Paradiſe, to all Mankind; 
and by Chriſt our Mediator andRedeemer : which you have not yet 
proved, as we ſhewed before. That it was not by all Mantrmd ge. 
nerally Obſerved (but by the Fews onely, in their time,) I think you 
doagree. For that it was to be a Di/tin&ive Sign you grant; andT 
think it was to diſtinguiſh thoſe of 7/rae] from other Nations (be- 
cauſe it 1s expreſly ſaid, a Sjzn between Me and the Children of 1/- 
racl, Exod. 31.17.) You think tt is, to diftimguiſh Gods people from 
others : But it comes much to one, for you tel]-us alſo, that /ſrae! 
in Egypt, was the whole viſeble Church ; fo that Gods people, and the 
people of the Fews; 'will be' much the ſame. And theretore, 1 pre- 
| ſume, you do not think that any other Nazzon,but the Jews and their 
Proſelytes ( Jews natural,or Jews naturalized) did obſerve the Jewiſh 
Sabbath. How could it elſe be a Dift;nrve mark. 

And I do not find that any other Nation but the Fews, (nor they 
tull after their coming out of 'Zgyp7 ) did keep any Sabbath at all, or 
{o much as meaſure their time by Weeks ( of ſeven ay) for many 
Ages after'this time, nor earlier ( that I know of ) than the times 
ot Chriſtianity, when the Obſervation of the Lords aay d1d intro- 
duce that of Jeeks® where Chriſtianity was received. Thus I told 


you the laſt time Dyſc.p. 5. to which you make no Reply, but that 
Mr. Chafy, you think, 1s expreſly for it; Repl. p. 16. ( but 200 g1Ve 


us no proof either of his-or your own. ) But if 'Mr. Coy 1d think 
!o ( without any proof) are you willing ( in this Diſpute) to be - 
concluded by Mr. Chafy's Opinion ? If not, why ſhould T? If Mr. 
Chafy's Opinion, or the common Opinion (as ſometimes you ſpeak) are 
to conclude You and Me ; this Diſpute (of a Sarurday-Sabbath) will 
be ſoon determined. But if it be Mr. Chafy's Oprmzon, then it 1s 
(I ſuppoſe) Mr. Chafy's Miftlake. But the way of Argument between 
us two, 18, What Ford is there for it ? and where.1s it ſo written ? 
Yet I am herein fo fair with you, that if you ſhew me any Au- 
thor (facred or prophane ) older than Chr/tianity, who tells us of 
any Nation ( other than the Jews) who did ( before Chriſt's time ) 
meaſure their time by Weeks (of ſeven days) I will admit it (fo far) 
as a competent Proof. There may perhaps be ſuch (and therefore * 
T ſhall not be peremptory in the Negative ) But I do not remember 
that hitherto I kave met any ſuch. And when I made out his fair 
Offer at that time; it 1s not civil ſtill to charge us (again andagain ) 
with HForſhiping the-Sun upon Sunday, without attempting to ſhew, 
that the ZZeathens (before Chriſt) did obſerve weeks at all. 

I ſhall now tell you further, that as: late as Ovid and Augnſtus's 
way | 'Þ time , 


time, their #eet'(if you will give me leave to call it a FYeeb) was < 
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a week of eight days ( not of Seven aays) which is not to your pur- 
poſe, bur direAly againſt it. . » | 
Dr. Beverage'tells.of ſich a eek of Eight days in Auguſtus's time 
at Rome ; as appearing by.a Szone there digged up, containing a 
Roman Calenaar, to that purpoſe. And Ow: tells us the ſame in 
his Faft. lib. x. verſi$4. very diſtinftly, of this amongſt other days. 
EF. quog; qui Nono ſemper ab Orbe reatt. 
There is (he ſays) a day which doth, nm a continual circulation, on the 
Ninth day return agaim ; meaning their \undine or Market. day. 
Which thence had:1ts Name: of  Nunaing , fraſe Novending,, as 
Poſfms (inhis Erymologicum) and other Criticks obſerve. Whereas 
if they had diſtinguiſhed their; time into Weeks of ſever days, no 
doubt but their Markets ;would return on the ' Z£124/h day ( or, 
as we ſpeak, on that day: ſe'nnight, ) the ſame day of the next 
Week. Of which if*you deſire to ſee more, you may conſult a 
_ Volume of Commentators on Ovid's Works, printed at Frank- 
ford 1n the year 1601. in their Notes on this Verle of Ovid:., Where 
we have this Roman Calendar-at large ; and therein'the Z1ght- days 
of their Week are deſigned by the: Ezgh7 Letters ABCDEF GH, 
Juſt as, in our Calendars, our Sven aays are deſigned by the, Sever 


Letters, ABCDEFG. And ſo from the . beginning of the Ca- * 


lendar'to the end, as 1s in ours... . Which Calendar. is there tran- 
{cribed from Paulus Manutins, in whole Works 1t 1s tobe feen alſo, 
(and; I think, .more than'once,).and (I am told). in other Authors 
alſo. *Tis plain therefore, that folate as. Auga/tus, the Romans 
did not diſtinguiſh their time 1nto #eeks of. ſeven days ; Nor do I 
know of any People that did ſo, except the Zews. . 


And this leads me to another Fanlſy of yours, of worſbeping the Sun 
upon Sunday ; of which.you ſeem very tond. . For we are; reproached 
with this Sun-worſhip , or worſhiping the Sun upon Sunday, above 
fourty times. And Eng. p. 88. you would have it;thought to be ſo 
in Job's time, and the name of our Week-days ſo ancient. And 
_ rel] us ny: .90. a Romantick Story out of Yerftegan ( but without 

any proo © what he ſays) of our Saxon Arceſtors :., who;yet were 
later than the beginning of Chriſtianity ; and therefore nothing to 
the purpoſe if his Story had been true. I had an{wered-all this ſo 
fully, and ſhewed you the true Original of the Names of 'our 
Heekdays, Diſc.p. 63,64, 65, 66. and that (for ought appears) they 
be later than Chriſt's. time ; that, 14 you had not been,very fond.of 
the Fanſy, you would not again (as you.\do oiren. 1n ypur Reply,)

run Diviſions upon it, without bringing any proof. for it but Mr. 
Chaty's authority, to- which you refer us Rep. p. 55, 56, $7. But 
when you can 4 any Writer ( Heathen or Chriſtian} older than 
Chriſtianity, who mentions any of the Fck-days by any of thoſe 
Names,lorindeed who mention any Weeks of Seven days, other than 
thoſe of the Jews,) it will be time to think farther of at. The oldeſt 
Heathen Author that T can find to mention them, is Do Caſſms,who 
' lived about 230 years after Chriſt's' time; who tells us it was then 
a New thing, unknown to the Ancient Greeks, You ought therefore 
co have ſthewed, if you could, that ſome Author, older than Chri- 
{tanity,had ſomewhere uſed ſome of thoſe Names. Which you haye 
riot done, and I beheve cannot do. ' And therefore your whole Story - 
of worfhiping the Sun apon Sunday, more than upon other day of the 
week (11 they had ſuch weeks ) or in contradiſtinQion to other days, 
1s I think, a Gro#tndleſs Fanſy, 1t not a contumelions Reproach on the 
Chriſtian Relig10n. , 

I ſhould now have done with this, bat that I find my felt here 
charged with what I can by no means admit. 

You tell us Rep. p. 57. The Original of thoſe Names of Days the 
Dr. agrees to 'be from Featheni(h [dols. And p. 58. The Names of 
ihe Ways of the Week be [advlatrous, as the Dr. agrees. And again, 
if the Doftor will retain the old Idol Names without ſcruple, not-. 
withſtanding his own athknowledement whence they are, you cannot help 
:t. And yet agzin, fo fend of holding faFt the [dol Names of Days. 

Hold ! hold ! nor too faſt. Where doth the DodFor agree that the 
original of thofe Names is dolatrons ? or from Heathenifh 7dols ? or 
any thing to that purpoſe ? Surely the Reader may thank, that the 
Door had ſaid ſome ſuch thing, or elſe you would not 1o confidently 
have ſaid 1t of him.- I challenge you to ſhew, if you can, any Saying 
of mine to-that purpoſe. I had ſaid D:ſc.p.66. that they are Preca- 
rious'and aſſigned at pleaſare, (as having no.tirm foundation, that I 
know of,in NaturalPhiloſophy,)which 1s the utmolt you can pretend 
to, as of mine : But do you think, all that 1s Precarzous (in Natural 
Philoſophy) or Names impoſed at pleaſure, to be thereiore /dolarrous.” 
Thoſe who gave Names to you and Me, did arb:7rartly give us our 
Nzmes: They might have calledY ouFohn,and Me 7 howas,it they had 
ſo thought fit, (and then our Names would have been fo, which now 
2re otherwiſe.) ButT hope there was nothing of /do/arry 1n the cafe. 

- You ſay, The Sr and Hoon, &c. ( from whence they are named) 
were Heatheniſh 7dols. Hold there! The 7dols of the-Heathen are 
ſilver and gold, the work of mens hands, ( or perhaps of meaner ma- 
rerials+ ) But the Sun, Moon, and Stars, are the good Fane: A 
Vi . (x0 
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God, made for the benefit and uſe of Man. May we not Name the 
Sun and Moon becauſe ſome Heathens bave —_— them ? Sure 
we may. ' When any are ſo vain as to worſhip them, this doth not 
make them 7zo/s (againſt the Second ao,» > but falſe Gods 
(againft the Firſt : } 'tis rather Polytherſm than 7avlarry in ſtrifineſs 
of Speech. "Tis true that an mage of the Sun or Moon (if made 
to be worſhiped) 'miy become an 7do/, (and ſo may an 7maze of God 
alſo,) but this doth not make the Sr and Hoon to be Zaols, The 
Sign of the San, the Moon, the Star, the Sever Sfars, upon a Sign- 
Polt in Zondor, (which give names to the Shopor Houſe where they 
hang,) I do not take to be /aolatrons: And I know not why they 
may not as well give names to a Day, as toa Houſe. Tknow no more 
{aolatry in Sunday, than the Sun-7 avern, or cMars-hill, 

We are expreſly forbid (you ſay Rep. p. 58.) to mention the Names 
of Tdols. But I do not take the: Sur, Hoon, and Stars to be 7dols ; 
at leaſt not ſuch 7dols as we may not name. Or, it fo, why do You 
name them? And if the names of /do/s may not at aff be named by 
us; How 1s it that you tell us of Baal and Molech ? 4 p. 88, 89. 


and how 1s 1t that we come to hear of Baalim, and A4ſhteroth, and 
Milchom, and *Remphan ? of Fupiter, Mars, Mercury, 
and PoHlux, in the ſacred Writers ? 

I defire you to forbear hereafter ( without g1ving it any hard 
word) to ſay The Dofor Agrees, that the Original of theſe Vames 
is /doſatrous. What you or others may think of 1t (who rake dorer 
without chewing ſuch a Romantick Story) I leave to them: But 7 do 
rot agree, nor do T think it to be /dolatrous, And 'you might have 
known that I do not : T am ſure you cannot know that 7 do. My words 
were plain, and full, (Diſc. p. 66.) #Yhether on each of theſe Days, 
they did wor ſhip thoſe reſpe&true Planets, asifo many Gods, 1 cannot ſay; 
mor do 7 think it. ' T had told you very plainly (and you could hard- 
ly miſtake me, except wilfully) from whence I thought theſe ' names 
4were taken, and from whence they were no?, Diſc. p. 65, 66, 67. - Not 
from the number of the Heathen Gods ( as it they had been bur 
 Seuen;) but from the number of the Seven Planets, (which Ido'not 

take to be Gods, but the good Creatnres of God : ) and not from a PRe- 
127045 but an Hier Aſtrological account ; and, how they came 
to be ſo called, and in this order. And, of what Antiquity : Not older 
than Chriſtianity. And therefore you do me wrong to ſay the Doffor 
agrees 1t to be /dol/azrous. T ſaid onely it was Precarions ( not 7dola- 
zrous.) But, it ſeems, if I gramt an /nch, you'l rake an ZZ. Now 
whether this be Arr, Artifice, or Legerdemain, (thits to Palm upon 
me;} whether /mpe/ing upon the Reader, [mpofing upon ai the World,to

cartons, it I had known what zmprovement would have been made 
of that word; I do uſually Avoid delivering an Opinion, in caſes

would have me, then. (as if you were drawing aChancery-Bill) you 
w1ll {ay it for me; and at then I do not, expreſly Deny it, you wall 
take it for granted. Thus when, to that Obje&ion, that Chri/imaſs 
7s of Humane [nſtitution, I had anſwered (Diſe p..13.) Beit [0 
(that/1s, If it be ſo, or Suppolſeat be ſo) but the Paſs-over was of D:- 
vine {nftitution ; 'yet, &c. Now becauſe I had not Zo/d you, what I 
think of. Chri/tmaſs, you will zeH me, (a P.13.) Where farit you 
cHange my Be tt /o, into So be zt, and then;1into 7 admit 27 25./0 - 
and then, 7hrs /ays a/tde al Foly-aays of humane Inſtitution ; as 1t I 
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pre-poſſeſs and prejudice the Reaaer,a very it Bleat,and highly blameable, © 
or what other hard name to give 1t(out of your copia verborum or Aca. 
demy of Complements) I ſhall leave it to the Reader. I am loth to 
call it Slander or Calumny; But I am ſure it 1s not fatr Prat7/ſe. 

I confeſs I might have ſpared ſaying fo much, as that. it was Pre- 


had ſaid fo; And the like very often. But I ata not now an{wering 


a Chancery-Hill : and therefore I do not allow you to vake my. Silence 


to be Conſent. As when ( Zn. p.89. ) you luggclh as if a Divine 
might not wear a Black Gown (as well as a Barriſter) without being 
reputed, one of, the ( Black-coat ) Chemarims, whom God threatens 0 
cutoff: T would not be thought of that. Opinion, «though I did let 
3t paſs:\without an, Anſwer, as being nothing to the purpoſe of a 
Saturday-Sabbath. 

But let me defire you (before we part.) not as an Adverſary, but 
as a Friend, not to be too laviſh of your language 1n reproachmg the 
Lords day ; even what we Zake to be the Zords-day. It may be (for 
ought, you, know) what we call it. | You know 4t- hath been ſo 
thought by the Generality of Chriſtians all along, and 1s ſo at this 
day. And though you may think your ſelf herein Wiſer than a} 
Mankind, yet you may be miſtaken : And (it ſo) then, Whoſe Þuy 
is |, and whole ,F/orſoip, which you ſo oft reproach as Wor ſhiping 
the Sun upon Sunday ? "T'1s not ſuitable to that Zenderneſs that you

be miſtaken, you be dangerou/ly miſtaken ; and 'tis hzghly b 


{if Imay uſe your own words ) ſo to Venture. I can bear the re- 
proaches you caſt upon me all along, ( without any juſt occaſion for 
being ſoccharged,) .but I would not have you reproach zhe Lars 

. I have now done with your Feply, ſo tar as I thought needful to 
take notice af.1it. Mapy things I have let pals, as not pertaznung to

meable 
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this buſineſs. And perhaps even ſomewhat ot this might have been 
ſpared, If in ſome particulars I have expreſſed my ſenſe otherwiſe 

an ſome others before -have done, Yeniam dabimus pretimuſque 
vici/ſim ; and perhaps 4f ſome of them had before conlidered what 
now I write, they might have been of the ſame opinion. However, 
as to the main point 1n queſtion, the Generality of Chriſtians I take 
to be concurrent with me ; and if in ſome particulars we differ, they 
have wy Reaſons for what I ſay. 


20A briefly ſumme up the chief points in diſpute between you 
and me. 
That Chriſt, as God, (in union with the Father and Holy-Ghoſt,) 
did create the Yorld, I readily grant. But not /img/y (in contrad1- 
 ftinQtion to the Father and Holy-Ghoſt,) nor as our «Mediator and 
Redeemer, ( God and Man.) Forit is the Man Chriſt Jeſus, that 1s 
Meatator between God and Men : but he was not they Man. Nor 
was there. any Occahion for a Redeemer, before the Fall of Adam: 
which was not till after the World was created. _ And I preſume, 
when you conſider of it; you do-herein agree with me, whatever 
unwary expreſhons you might have let fall. | 
. I agree alſo that God created the World in Six days ; that is, that 
in every of thoſe days he created ſomewhat; as is declared in Gen. 1. 
But in wha? par? of each day he did create each particular, we do 
not know ; Nor, that he did 1imploy the whole day therein. ( And in | 
this, I think, you may agree with me alſo.) For the Creation of | 
Eve was (for ought we know) Gods /af# work of Creation ; which 
was certainly finiſhed before the End of the Sixth day. For, after 
this, {ſhe was given as a #7fe to Adam, with the Inſtitution of Mar- 
T1ages a the Nauptiel Benediftion, Be fruitful and multipyy, on the 
Sixth day. | 
_ I agree alſo, that there was, on the F7r/t day, Darkneſs and Light, 
(and ſo on the Second, Third, and other days,) and that. Darkneſs 
was before Light. But, how /ong 1t had been dark before God ſaid Let 
there be Light { whether juſt 7wefve hours, neither more nor leſs ) 
we cannot tell; Much. leis that every of theſe days did begin at 
Sun-ſet ( before there was a Sun,) or what 15 equiyalent to it, as yon 
would have it. We have no Word forit, nor 1s it ſo Wriztern, "Tis 
but your Faxſy, or (as in your own language.) nothing but dark con- 
jeftures (very dark).or at moſt, ſome uncertain Jewiſh Traditions, 
later than our Saviour's time (for I think few of the Rakbms: are fo 
old:;) And I'do not know but that (fince that time) Chriſtians may 
underſtand the Zib/e as well as they. And ſure we are, that both 1n 
the Old and New Teſtament, G33008 otherwiſe 5-4 
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Evening being accounted as belongmg to the day pg/?, not to the 
day 7o come on the morrow. © 

I agree alſo that God did on the Seventh day, Reſt or oraſe 76 
Create ; that is, that the Seventh was the firſt day ( though "not the 
firlt Moment) 1n which he did wot-create. 7.1 3c 

T agree alſo that God did Bleſs and Sanftify the Seventh day; 
that is, that he did CeFbrare or Sznalize (by tome Foly and Blejſed 
A@ of Providence) this Seventh day more than the Eighth or Ninth 
or thoſe that follow (though 1n thele allo he ceaſed from Creating : ) 
Perhaps by that Bleed Promiſe of the Seed of the Yoman on this 
day: -But, on'whar part of this day he did begin thus'to Bleſs and 
SanRify it, we cannot tell: Much leſs, that it was juſt'at Sw-ſer. 
And, whatever it were, it doth nof appear to have been daring the 
State of Innocence (as you would have it, without alleging an 
. thing toprove it) but might be ( for _ appears) after the Fall 

Nor 1s 1t ſaid that Adam and Zve did bleſs orfanCify it,” erthat they 


wete commanded ſo to do; much leſs that they were commanded 
for ever after to ſanQufy every ſeventh day int courſe from hence, and 
20 other, to the end of the World; as you would have it. Nor do 
_ there appear any footſteps in hiſtory (ſacred or profane) that any 


ſuch Sabbath was obſerved, or the name of Sabbath ever uſed, before 
that'of Exod. 16. after ZſraeÞ's coming out of- Zgypt : And what- 
ever inducements we have ſo to think, are but Cojef#aral ; we have 
no'Yord for it, nor is it fo Fritten. ? 

I do agree allo, that after {ſraePs caming out'of Zgyps, a weekly 
Sabbath was appointed, to them, on the ſeventh day in courſe from 
the firſt raining of Manna : But whether 7hrs (from the firſt raining 
of Manna) were alſo a ſeventh im courſe from the' firſt Creation ; we 
cannot tell: Nor are we ſure that 7hzs courſe of Sabbaths, even to 
the Jews; did continne till Chriſts time, but might. { for ought we 
know ) be interrupted and forgotten during the- Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity, and after reſtored by Nehemiah, either on the ym or ſome 
_ other day, and fo continue till Chriſts time : Nor do you think ( as 
ſometimes you tell us) that any o7her nation but the Jews ( and their 
Proſelites) did Zhen: obferve Zhzs or any 9ther Sabbath ; nor (I think) 
earlier than the times of Chriſtianity. T add, Nor doth it appear 
that any other Nation ( before the times of Chriſtianity) did mea- 
ſure their time by Feeks bg {even days) as they did by Months 
and Zears; or that even the Jews ſo did before that of Exod. 16. 
Much leſs, that the names of Saturday, Sunday, Monday, &c.. were 
fo much as #2own before that time; or that, even then, they were 
taken up pay an Zdolatrons account, (as you 1magine) but onely an 

account with reſpect to the Seven Phanets. 4 
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I agree alſo that in the Fourth Commandment on Mount Snai a 
' weekly Sabbath is appointed, on -the ſeventh day after /ix days of 
labour : But that this muſt be (till the worlds end) juſt on the 
ſeventh in courſe from the firſt razmme of Manna (as wasthat of the 
Jews,) or (as you would have it) the {eyenth in courſe from the firſt 
Creation, I do not find; but think our Lords-day doth as fully an- 
{wer the Fords and Defien of the fourth Commandment as did, 
then, that of the Jews: and 1s as much ſpecificated by the praczi/ſe 
and appozntment of Chriſt and his Apgtles and the Chriſtian Church, 
(reckoned in courſe from Chriſt's ReſurreQion) as was that by 
Moſes from the rainmg of Manna. (The tourth Commandment re- 
quires a Day ; and the PraQtiſe of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, directs 
to Which day.) And I think we have as clear Evidence that our 
Lords-aay 1s that in a continual ſucceflion from the Lords-day in 
the New 7 eflament ( on the fir/t day of the Fewtiſh Week) as you can 
have that our Sa7urday 1s in a continual ſucceſſion from the Jewiſh 
Sabbath on their ſeventh day; and mach more than that it is fo1n a 
continued ſucceſſion from the firſt Creation. | 

And in every of the points wherein we differ, I think I have ſo 
fully anſwered all your Obje&ions and Allegations, that no indiffe- 
rent Reader will doubt of it. 

And therefore, upon the whole matter, I ſee no reaſon why either 
You or We ſhould negle& to Celebrate'the Zords-day, or change it 
for your Saturday-Sabbath. 

I have forborn giving you hard words  ( ſave as the Arguments 
may pinch hard) unleſs perhaps in returning your own words upon 
you. Which if they were ſof? word's as coming from you, I hope 
you will not think "A hard from me. Or if even therein you 
think I have been too ſevere, I beg your Pardon. But deſire you 
withal to confider, that, when you Magilſterially affirm ſo many 
things of which you give ſo little proof, and ly ſo open and 
obnoxious to Exceptions all along, Difficile eff Satyram non 
ſerihere. My deſign in writing 1s to Aﬀert the Truth, and Pre- 
ſerve the Peace of the Church, in a point which I think /a- 
terial: And am ſorry that therein I have 79# my Adverſary. 
For I have noill Will to your Perſon, though I cannot approve 
your Opinion.
